Since  my  last  Address  to  you,  I  have  had  strength  and 
opportunity,  through  the  good  providence  of  God,  to  perform*  the  fol- 
lowing duty: 

The  1st  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  officiated  twice  in  Christ  Church, 
Elizabeth  City,  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  and  confirmed  I'l 
persons. 

2d  Sunday  after  Trinity,  officiated  twice  in  the  Church  of  the  Advent, 
administered  the  Holy  Communion,  and  confirmed  one  person. 

June  11th,  at  night,  preached  in  Calvary  Church,  Tarborough. 

od  Sunday  after  Trinity, .  officiated  twice  in  St.  Matthew's  Church, 
Hillsborough,  preaching  and  administering  the  Holy  Communion. 

4th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  officiated  twice  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Wilkes- 
borough,  confirmed  one  person  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

Tuesday  25th,  in  the  Valley  of  the  Yadkin,  confii-med  a  sick  person 
fit  a  private  house. 

5th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  officiated  in  Church  of  the  Holy  Cross, 
Yalle  Crucis,  and  confirmed  two  persons,  admitted  the  Rev.  William 
Passmore  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Priests,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Prout  and 
Forbes  assisting,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

July  3d,  at  Lenoir,  Caldwell  county,  officiated  in  the  Court  House, 
end  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

5th,  in  Chapel  on  John's  River,  preached,  confirmed  six  i)ersons,  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

6th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  in  Grace  Church,  Morganton,  preached 
twice,  confii-mcd  3  persons,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 
The  necessary  absence  of  the  Rector  at  the  time  prevented  the  due  pre- 
paration of  others  for  the  holy  rite  of  confirmation. 
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9th  and  lOtli,  in  St.  John's  Church,  Rutherfordton,  preached  twice, 
confirmed  3  persons,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

The  state  of  my  health  would  not  permit  me  at  this  time  to  extend 
my  services  beyond  the  mountains,  except  on  a  special  call,  which  wa? 
not  made. 

12th,  officiated  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Lincolnton,  and  administered 
the  Holy  Communion. 

7th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  morning,  in  Christ  Church,  Rowan, 
preached,  confirmed  4  persons,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

In  the  evening  of  same  day,  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Salisbury,  preached 
and  confirmed  3  persons.     Also  preached  the  next  day. 

The  day  following,  17th,  in  the  morning,  confirmed  a  person  at  a  pri- 
vate house. 

In  the  evening,  preached  in  the  Court  House  at  Lexington. 

8th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  in  St.  Mark's  Church,  Deep  River,  preached, 
confirmed  one  person,  and  administered  Holy  Communion. 

Evening  of  same  day,  went  to  Pittsborough  to  fulfil  an  appointment 
for  St.  Bartholomew's  Church  of  that  place,  but  was  prevented  by  sick- 
ness. The  next  morning,  however,  I  confii*med  at  the  house  of  the 
Rector  one  person. 

From  this  place  I  had  appointed  to  go  to  Chapel  Hill;  but  was  compelled 
by  sickness  to  proceed,  for  medical  advice  and  a  few  days  rest,  directly 
to  Raleigh.  Before  the  end  of  the  week  I  had  sufficiently  recovered  to 
start  for  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents,  Henderson,  where  I  had 
engaged  to  administer  the  Holy  Communion  on  9th  Sunday  after  Trini- 
ty, the  Church  there  being  without  a  Rector.  This  engagement  I  had 
strength  to  fulfil;  though  the  exertion  brought  back  my  disease.  After 
a  little  rest,  I  went,  by  medical  advice,  to  the  sea-shore.  On  my  way 
I  officiated,  by  request,  in  Christ  Church,  Norfolk,  preaching  and  ad- 
ministering the  Holy  Communion.  I  proceeded  thence  to  Nag's  Head; 
where,  on  the  12th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  consecrated  to  the  Worship 
of  Almighty  God,  a  Chapel  by  the  title  of  All-Saints,  and  confirmed  8 
persons.  I  ordained  in  the  same  Chapel,  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Priest- 
hood, the  Rev.  Wm.  R.  Gries.  Here  I  remained  till  the  14th  of  Sep- 
tember, officiating  on  part  of  each  Sunda}',  and  often  at  daily  prayers, 
which  were  kept  up  to  the  great  and  manifest  benefit  of  the  visitors  du- 
ring the  whole  season.  My  stay  at  this  interesting  spot  was  rendered 
peculiarly  agreeable  by  the  kind  attentions  of  my  friends,  and  especially 
of  the  christian  family  in  which  I  was  made  to  feel  myself  at  home; 
and  resulted,  through  the,  influence  of  sea  air  and  sea-bathing,  in  the 
perfect  restoration  of  my  health. 

15th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  officiated  in  Christ  Church,  Elizabeth 
City. 

From  this  place  I  started  for  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention 
of  our  Church  to  be  held  at  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  Spent  two  Sundays  on 
the  way;  the  1st  in  Philadelphia,  where  I  officiated  twice  in  St.  Peter's 
Church;  the  2d  at  Pittsburg,  where  I  officiated  twice  in  Trinity  Church, 
and  baptised  a  child  of  the  Rector. 

On  the  2d  day  of  October,  I  was' present  at  the  opening  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention.     This  body  was  in  session  for  a  little  more  than  two 
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weeks;  during  which  time  certain  highly  exciting  questions  were  hroughf 
before  it,  and  discussed  in  a  manner  little  creditable  to  the  Gospel  of 
love  and  peace; — but  which,  through  the  constraining  power  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  were  finally  disposed  of  in  a  spirit  of  forbearance  and  good  will. 
Perhaps  no  previous  Convention  had  met  under  circumstances  of  equal 
discouragement;  while  I  hazard  little  in  saying,  that  none  ever  adjourn- 
ed leaving  in  the  results  of  its  action  better  proofs  of  the  existence  of 
divine  life  and  energy  in  our  branch  of  Christ's  body,  the  Church.  In 
regard  to  the  particular  acts  of  the  Convention,  I  must  refer  you  to  the 
journal  just  published — asking  your  attention  specially  to  certain  uiodi- 
iications  in  our  conventional  system,  proposed  by  the  Bishop  of  Western 
New  York,  to  be  acted  upon  at  some  future  time. 

On  my  return,  by  request  of  my  friend  and  brother,  the  Bishop  of 
Michigan,  I  passed  through  Detroit,  and  on  the  21st  Sunday  afte]" 
Trinity,  officiated,  in  the  morning,  at  Christ  Church,  and  in  the  even- 
ing, at  St.  Paul's  Church,  of  that  cit3\ 

A  call  of  a  special  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological 
Seminary  to  appoint  a  Professor  of  Divinity  for  the  same,  made  it  my 
duty  to  return  through  the  city  of  New  York.  Here,  during  the  1st 
week  in  November,  I  was  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  Trustees  referred 
to,  which  resulted  in  the  appointment  to  the  Professorship  of  Divinitv, 
of  the  Rev.  Sam'l  R.  Johnson,  D.  D. 

I  cannot  forbear  mentioning,  in  this  place,  the  pleasure  I  enjoyed  in 
being  able  to  pass  the  22d  Sunday  after  Trinity  with  an  old  friend  and 
early  companion,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Shelton  of  Buffalo.  Here  I  officiated,  in 
the  morning  at  St.  Paul's,  evening  at  Trinity,  and  night  at  St.  Sohn's. 
While  in  New  York,  I  officiated  on  the  28d  and  24th  Sundays  after 
Trinity,  twice  in  St.  Paul's,  and  in  St.  Luke's  and  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Apostles. 

On  my  way  back  I  passed  the  25th  Sunday  after  Trinity  in  Philadel- 
phia, officiating  in  the  morning  at  Christ  Church,  and  in  the  evening  at 
St.  Peter's. 

26th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  performed  service,  and  preached  and  gave 
the  Holy  Communion,  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents,  Henderson. 

1st  Sunday  in  Advent,  I  officiated  in  Christ  Church  and  St.  Mary's 
Chapel,  Raleigh. 

From  this  time  till  the  20tli  of  February,  I  made  the  Parish  of  the 
Holy  Innocents,  Henderson,  my  home,  it  being  without  ministerial  ser- 
vice, and  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  Churches  which  called  for  my 
Winter  visitation.  The  christian  hospitality  and  communion  which 
Mrs.  Ives  and  myself  here  enjoyed,  will  ever  be  remembered  with 
thankfulness.  During  this  period  I  officiated  in  Church  of  Holy  Inno- 
cents, Henderson,  five  Sundays,  and  Christmas  Day,  saying  Morning 
Prayer,  and  preaching  on  each  occasion,  baptising  one  adult,  confirming 
four  persons,  and  administering  the  Holy  Communion  four  times.  Be- 
bides  this  duty,  I  officiated  the  4th  Sunday  in  Advent  in  St.  John's 
Church,  Williamsborough,  saying  Morning  Prayer,  preaching,  and  ad- 
ministering the  Holy  Communion. 

2d  Sunday  after  Christmas,  and  Epiphany -Day,  officiated  three  times 
in  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Oxford. 
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2d  Sunday  after  Epiphany,  officiated  in  Emmanuel  Church,  Warren- 
ton,  preaching  twice,  confirming  four  persons,  and  administering  the 
Holy  Communion. 

3d  Sunday  after  Epiphany,  officiated  in  St.  John's  Church,  Wil- 
liamsborough,  and  confirmed  one  person. 

4th  Sunday  after  Epiphany,  officiated  three  times  in  Louisburg. 
Wednesday,  Feb'y  12th,  officiated  in  the  morning  at  the  house  of 
Wm.  Eaton,  Esq.,  and  in  the  evening  at  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Oxford, 
confirming  four  persons. 

Sexagesima  Sunday,  morning  at  Christ  Church,  and  evening  at  St. 
Mary's  Chapel,  llaleigh. 

Quinquagesima  Sunday,  at  Calvary  Church,  Tarborough,  said  Prayers 
and  preached  twice. 

March  4th,  at  Gethsemaue  Parish,  said  the  Morning  Prayer,  preached, 
and  confirmed  one  person. 

On  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  and  on  Ash-Wednesday,  officiated 
in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Grreenville. 

Next  day,  6th,  at  Pugh's  Chapel,  St.  John's  Parish,  Pitt  County, 
saying  Morning  Prayer  and  preaching. 

1st  Sunday  in  Lent,  and  following  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  officiated 
in  Christ  Church,  Newbern,  preaching  four  times,  confirming  10  per- 
sons, and  administering  the  Holy  Communion. 

Friday,  14th,  in  Trinity  Chapel,  Beaufort  County,  said  Morning 
Prayer,  preached,  confirmed  3  persons,  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. It  was  here  a  matter  of  grateful  remark,  that  among  those 
examined  in  the  Catechism,  a  number  of  young  Communicants  presented 
themselves. 

2d  Sunday  in  Lent,  I  officiated  three  times,  and  also  on  Wednesday 
night  following,  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Washington,  saying  the  prayers 
and  preaching'on  each  occasion,  baptising  2  adults  and  one  infant,  and 
confirming  11  persons. 

19th,  officiated  in  Zion  Chapel,  saying  morning  prayer,  baptising  an 
infant,  and  preaching. 

20tli,  in  St.  Thonias's  Chapel,  Bath,  said  Morning  Praj^er,  preached 
and  administered  Holy  Communion. 

3d  Sunday  in  Lent,  officiated,  morning,  St.  Luke's,  Locust  Grove, 
preaching,  and  confirming  one  person.  Night,  preached  at  Grace  Church, 
Plymouth,  confirming  two  persons.  Next  day,  morning,  also  in  same 
Church,  preaching,  and  administering  Holy  Communion;  in  the  evening 
at  Poor  House,  confirming  one  person. 

4th  Sunday  in  Lent,  morning,  at  Pettigrew's,  preached,  and  adminis- 
tered the  Holy  Communion.  Evening,  at  Lake  Scuppernong,  preached, 
and  confirmed  9  persons.  While  here  I  also  confirmed  a  sick  person 
on  the  estate  of  Mr.  William  Pettigrew. 

April  4th,  officiated  twice  in  Church  of  the  Advent,  Williamston, 
preaching,  confirming  3  persons,  and  administering  the  Holy  Communion. 
Saturday,  5th,  and  5th  Sunday  in  Lent,  preached  four  times  in  St. 
Thomas's  Church,  Windsor,  confirmed  three  persons,  and  administered 
the  Holy  Communion.  It  was  gratifying  to  find  the  colored  people  in 
this  place  so  favorably  impressed  with  the  ministrations  of  the  Church. 
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6th  Sunday  in  Lont,  and  following  Tuesday,  in  Christ  Church,  Eli- 
zabeth City,  preached  four  times  and  confirmed  five  persons.  This  Par- 
ish is  greatly  blessed  in  its  Parochial  School.  Would  to  God  that  all 
our  Parishes  might  awake  to  the  importance  of  this  subject! 

Wednesday  in  Passion-Week,  I  consecrated  to  the  worship  of  Al- 
mighty God,  near  Woodville,  Perquimons  County,  a  neat,  small  build- 
ing, by  the  title  of  the  Church  of  St.  Barnabas.  This  is  the  fruit  of 
the  zeal  of  a  very  few  friends  of  the  Church,  who  I  tinist  may  live  to 
experience  the  reward  of  their  labor,  in  its  bringing  a  blessing  to  them- 
selves and  the  neighborhood. 

Easter-Day,  the  morning  of  the  following  Thursday,  Friday,  St. 
Mark's  Day,  and  the  morning  of  the  following  Monday,  I  officiated  in 
St.  Paul's  Church,  Edenton,  preaching  four  times,  confirming  twenty- 
nine  persons,  admitting  three  Candidates  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Deacons, 
and  administering  the  Holy  Communion  on  two  occasions.  At  the  Or- 
dination of  Deacons,  which  took  place  on  St.  Mark's  Day,  I  had  the 
satisfaction  of  welcoming,  in  company  with  six  Presbyters  of  my  own 
Diocese,  a  valued  friend  and  Presbyter  from  Virginia,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Wingfield. 

Easter  Tuesday,  officiated  twice  in  Court  House  at  Gatesville,  preach- 
ing, confirming  4  persons,  and  administering  the  Holy  Communion.  It 
will  be  gratifying  to  know,  that  the  friends  of  the  Church  in  this  place 
and  the  neighborhood,  have  taken  steps  for  the  immediate  erection  of  a 
Church. 

1st  Sunday  after  Easter,  in  the  morning,  I  consecrated  to  the  Worship 
of  Almighty  God,  in  the  town  of  Hertford,  Perquimons  County,  a  build- 
ing by  the  title  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  which  does  great 
credit  to  the  christian  liberality  and  good  taste  of  the  congregation,  as 
being,  by  far,  the  best  and  most  suitable  wooden  building  in  the  Diocese; 
and  constructed  at  an  expense  of  2000  dollars — a  sum  small  in  itself, 
but  comparatively  large  for  the  ability  of  the  worshippers.  I  preached 
on  occasion  of  this  solemnity,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion — 
being  assisted  in  the  services  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Snowden,  the  Rector, 
Watson  and  Fitzgerald,  of  my  own  Diocese,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Wing- 
field  and  Disbrow,  of  Virginia.  In  the  evening  I  again  preached,  and 
confirmed  6  persons. 

Frida}',  May  2d,  I  officiated  in  Trinity  Church,  Scotland  Xeck, 
preaching  and  confirming  5  persons.  A  gratifying  effort  is  making  by 
the  christian  planters  in  this  congregation  to  provide  for  the  better  in- 
struction of  their  slaves. 

2d  Sunday  after  Easter,  I  consecrated  to  the  Worship  of  Almight^^ 
God,  in  the  town  of  Jackson,  Northampton  County,  a  neat  and  commo- 
dious building,  by  the  title  of  the  Church  of  the  Saviour.  I  preached 
on  the  occasion,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion, — being  assisted 
in  the  services  by  the  Rev.  3Iessrs.  Cheshire  and  liaison,  presbyters, 
and  Rev.  Messrs.  Jacocks  and  Fitzgerald,  deacons.  The  friends  of  the 
(Jhurch  here  are  entitled  to  due  encouragement  and  aid  for  this  liberal 
effort  in  behalf  of  Christ's  kingdom.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Fitzgerald  is  ap- 
pointed the  Missionary  at  this  phice  and  the  neighboring  plantations. 
On  my  way  to  fulfil  m}^  appoiutmont  at  Raleigh,  I  passed  Wednesday 
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the  7tli,  at  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents,  Henderson,  to  admiuls-^ 
ter  the  Holy  Communion,  the  Minister  being  only  in  Deacon's  Orders. 
On  occasion  of  this  solemnity,  I  preached. 

3d  Sunday  after  Easter,  in  the  morning,  at  Christ  Church,  Ealeigh, 
I  preached  and  confirmed  two  persons.  In  the  evening,  at  the  Chapel 
of  St.  Mary's  School,  I  preached  and  confirmed  21  persons. 

16th  and  17th  of  May,  and  4th  Sunday  after  Easter,  I  officiated  six 
times  in  St.  James's  Church,  Wilmington,  preaching,  confii-ming  12 
persons,  and  administering  the  Holy  Communion.  I  was  happy  to  find 
th^t  the  progress  of  the  Church  in  this  flourishing  town  calls  for  a 
second  congregation,  and  that  steps  are  contemplated  for  its  immediate 
formation. 

On  5th  Sunday  after  Easter,  officiated,  in  the  morning,  at  St.  John's 
Church,  Fayetteville,  giving  notice  for  confirmation  and  the  Holy  Com- 
munion on  Saturday  and  Sunday  next.  In  the  evening  of  the  same 
day,  officiated  at  Christ  Church,  Ptockfish,  preaching,  and  confirming 
one  person. 

Sickness  and  other  causes  have  prevented  my  visitation  of  four  or 
five  Parishes. 

From  the  above,  it  appears-  that  during  the  past  year,  I  have  baptised 
3  adults,  3  infants,  confirmed  182  persons,  preached  126  times,  admin- 
istered the  Holy  Communion  46  times,  ordained  1  Priest  and  3  Dea- 
cons, and  consecrated  4  Churches.  There  are  besides  3  Churches  now 
ready  for  consecration,  and  3  in  different  stages  of  progress. 

Since  the  date  of  my  last  address,  I  have  admitted  4  candidates  for 
Holy  Orders,  viz:  Greorge  Patterson,  Dee.  12th,  Horatio  Hewitt,  Feb'y 
15th,  Arthur  F.  N.  Rolf,  FeVy  15th,  and  Richard  Hines,  Jr.,  Feb'y  25th. 
Of  the  four  candidates  reported  to  the  last  Convention,  one  has  been 
transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  and  three  admitted  to 
Deacon's  Orders.  Besides  a  young  man  from  St.  James's  Parish,  Wil- 
mington, has  given  me  notice  of  his  intention  to  apply  without  delay 
for  admission  as  a  candidate. 

The  following  changes  among  our  Clergy  have  taken  place  during  the 
past  year:  The  Rev.  William  Harrison  has  received  letters  of  transfer 
to  the  Diocese  of  Georgia,  which  have  been  accepted  by  the  Eishop  of 
that  Diocese.  The  Rev.  Robt.  Parham  has  asked  and  received  letters 
of  transfer  to  the  Diocese  of  Florida. 

The  Rev.  Charles  A.  Maison  has  removed  from  St.  Paul's,  Edenton, 
and  taken  charge  of  the  Parishes  of  St.  Thomas's,  Windsor,  and  the 
church  of  the  Advent,  Williamston. 

The  Rev.  Edwin  Geer  luis  removed  from  Greenville,  Pitt  county,  and 
taken  charge  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Washington. 

The  Rev.  Thoma*  F.  Dtivis,  Jr.,  Deacon,  has  removed  from  the  Cha- 
pel of  the  Cross,  Chapel  Hill,  to  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents, 
Henderson,  and  St.  John's  Church,  Williamsborough. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  received  from  abroad  certain  documents 
addressed  to  me  by  the  ^\rchbishop  of  Canterbury  and  the  Bishop  of 
Oxford,  which  I  herewith  submit.  The  latter,  dated  Jan'y  25th,  1851^ 
is  in  the  following  words:. 
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^'Rt.  Rev.  Brother:  I  herewith  transmit  to  you  a  copy  of  a  Pro- 
test, solemnly  adopted  by  us,  the  Bishop  and  Clergy  of  this  Diocese, 
Synodically  gathered  in  our  Cathedral  city  of  Oxford,  on  the  22d  day 
of  November  1850,  against  the  late  usurpation  of  the  Bishop  of  Rome, 
whereby  he  assumes  the  right  and  power  of  dividing  the  territories  of 
this  ancient  Church  and  Nation  into  new  provinces  and  sees,  and  thrusts 
new  Bishops  into  them/'  After  stating  that  out  of  768  Clergymen  ca- 
pable of  signing  the  Protest,  Q'6'2  had  actually  done  so;  and  that  in  ad- 
dition ^^a  large  number  of  Lay-Communicants  and  other  Laymen"  had 
united  with  them.  The  Bishop,  proceeds:  ^'To  this  our  solemn  protest 
then.  Right  Rev.  Brother,  on  behalf  of  the  Clergy  and  subscribing  Laity 
of  this  Diocese,  and  on  my  own  behalf,  I  heartily  desire  your  approval 
and  concurrence:  and  praying  God,  even  our  Father,  for  Christ's  sake, 
to  have  you  evermore  in  His  holy  keeping, 
"I  remain,  Rt.  Rev.  Brother, 

^'Your  faithful  friend  and  servant  in  the  Lord, 

^'S.  OXON." 

The  Protest  enclosed,  and  referred  to,  is  in  the  following  language: 

'TROTEST. 

^'lii  the  name  of  God — Amen. 

^'We  Samuel,  by  Divine  permission  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Oxford, 
with  the  undersigned  Priests  and  Deacons,  being  assembled  under  the 
protection  of  Almighty  God  in  our  Cathedral  City  of  Oxford,  on  this* 
twenty-second  day  of  November  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty, — Do  hereby,  in  the  presence  of  God  the  Father^ 
the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  before  the  whole  Church,  make  this 
our  solemn  Protest  and  Declaration. 

"Whereas  we  have  seen  or  heard  that  the  Bishop  of  Rome  has  pre- 
tended to  divide  this  ancient  Church  and  Realm  of  England  into  certain 
new  Dioceses,  and  to  appoint  over  them  certain  Bishops,  to  whom  he, 
the  said  Bishop  of  Rome,  pretends  to  commit  the  cure  and  government 
of  the  souls  of  all  Christian  people  therein  dwelling,  contrary  to  the 
rights  of  this  Church,  and  the  ancient  laws  of  this  realm; — Now  we,  the 
said  Bishop,  Priests,  and  Deacons,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed^ 
do  utterly  protest  against  any  such  invasion  of  this  Church  and  Realm; 
and  we  do  declare  that  the  Church  recognized  by  law  in  this  laud  is  the 
ancient  Apostolic  Church  thereof,  possessing  the  ancient  faith,  true  Sa- 
craments, and  a  lawful  ministry;  and  that  her  Bishops  and  Clergy  are 
the  Bishops  and  Clergy  thereof,  by  unbroken  descent  from  the  Holy 
Apostles;  and  that  the  Missionaries  of  the  Bishop  of  Rome  within  this 
land,  who  are  striving  to  withdraw  the  people  from  the  Communion  of 
the  English  Church,  are  intrusive  and  schismatieaj;  and  we  protest  be- 
fore God  and  His  Church  against  these  schismatical  claims  and  proceed- 
ings, as  also  against  their  doctrine  and  teaching,  as  being,  on  many 
points  of  faith  and  practice,  contrary  to  God's  Word  and  the  teaching  of 
the  Universal  Church;  all  which  are  more  especially  declared  in  the  Ar- 
ticles of  our  said  Church  of  England.  And  \\'e  do  declare  that  we  be- 
lieve that  this  our  protest  would  be  approved,  and  the  schismatical  acts-- 
and  corrupt  doctrine  and  idolatrous  practices  maintained  by  the  Bishop. 
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of  Rome  would  be  condemned,  by  the  judgment  of  the  Universal  Church, 
if  it  were  possible  that  such  judgment  should  be  now  by  any  means 
collected:  and  we  declare  that  the  Church  of  England  did,  at  the  Ke- 
formation,  make,  and  hath  now  for  300  years  continued,  its  protest 
against  the  claim  of  the  said  Bishop  of  Rome  to  exercise  jurisdiction 
over  the  Church  Universal,  and  over  this  Church  of  England  in  parti- 
cular: and  also  against  the  false  Doctrine  of  the  said  Church  of  Rome; 
and  that  we  do  now  renew  and  continue  the  same  protest. 

'^And  we  do  solemnly  warn  all  Christian  people  committed  to  our 
charge,  that  they  yield  no  obedience  to  the  so-called  Bishops  now  thrust 
into  our  land,  under  pain  of  incurring  all  the  guilt  of  wilful  schism." 

In  compliance  with  this  desire  of  my  friend  and  brother,  the  Bishop 
of  Oxford,  I  beg  to  be  allowed,  in  this  way,  to  express  my  full,  unre- 
served and  hearty  "approval  of  and  concurrence"  in  the  above  Protest,^ 
And  further  to  declare  my  conscientious  conviction,  that  our  branch  of 
the  Church,  styled  "The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States,"  and  standing  upon  the  same  fii-m  basis  with  the  mother  Church 
in  England,  belongs  ^o  that  portion  of  Christ's  body  which  is  the  most 
scriptural,  primitive,  and  truly  catholic  in  its  character^  and  that  no  one, 
embraced  by  holy  baptism  within  its  pale,  can  depart  from  it  without 
the  grievous  sin  of  doing  despite  to  the  Holy  G-host. 

The  other  document  to  which  I  alluded,  from  the  Arch-Bishop  of 
Canterbury,  is  dated  "Lambeth,  March  28,  1851,"  and  is  as  follows: 

"Right  Rev.  and  Dear  BrothePv:  I  think  it  right  to  apprize  you, 
that  the  Society  for  the  propagation  of  the  Grospel  in  foreign  parts  hav- 
ing, through  the  goodness  and  favor  of  Almighty  God,  been  permitted 
to  complete  a  century  and  half  of  Missionary  labor,  has  resolved  to 
commemorate  with  thanksgiving  and  prayer  the  close  of  its  third  Jubilee. 

"The  commemoration  will  commence  on  Monday,  June  16th,  being 
the  anniversary  of  the  signing  of  our  Charter,  with  full  Church  Service 
in  Westminster  Abbey,  and  on  the  following  Sunday,  June  22d,  Ser- 
mons appropriate  to  the  occasion  will  be  preached  in  the  principal  Lon- 
don Churches. 

"It  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  enter  into  further  particulars,  as  they 
will  be  found  on  the  accompanying  printed  circular. 

"The  Society  has  good  reason  to  expect,  that  what  may  be  called  its 
solemn  Jubilee,  will  be  observed  in  all  the  Colonial  Churches,  but  the 
occasion  seems  to  justify  the  hope  of  a  still  more  comprehensive  union 
of  prayer  and  praise. 

"Bearing  in  mind  the  relation  of  our  two  countries,  and  the  intimate 
connection  which  subsisted  between  the  Society  and  many  of  the  States 
during  the  greater  part  of  the  last  century,  I  feel  some  confidence  in 
proposing  to  you  the  joint  celebration  of  a  Jubilee  in  which  all  the  mem- 
bers of  our  Church  must  feel  a  common  interest.  I  venture  also  respect- 
fully to  submit,  whether  in  a  time  of  controversy  and  division,  the  close 
communion  which  binds  the  Churches  of  America  and  England  in  one  would 
not  be  strikingly  manifested  to  the  world,  if  every  one  of  their  Dioceses 
were  to  take  part  in  commemorating  the  foundation  of  the  oldest  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  the  Reformed  Church; — a  Society  which,  from  its 
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first  pmall  beginnings  in  New  England,  has  extended  its  operations  into 
all  parts  of  the  world,  from  the  Gauges  to  Lake  Huron,  and  from  New 
Zealand  to  Labrador.  Such  a  joint  commemoration,  besides  manifest- 
ing the  rapid  growth  and  wide  extension  of  our  Church,  would  serve  to 
keep  alive  and  diffuse  a  Missionar}^  spirit,  and  so  be  the  means,  under 
the  Divine  blessing,  of  enlarging  the  borders  of  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom. 

''In  submitting  to  you  this  proposal,  it  can  hardly  be  necessary  to  add, 
that  we  ''desire  no  gift,"  but  only  your  christian  sympathy  and  the 
communion  of  prayer.  If,  however,  the  alms  of  your  congregations  be 
added  to  their  prayers,  we  should  rejoice  to  see  them  appropriated  to 
the  relief  of  the  pressing  needs  of  3^our  own  Church.  It  would  be  a 
jQ^reat  satisfaction  to  me  to  learn  from  you  at  any  moment  of  leisure 
whether  you  have  thought  it  expedient  to  take  any  step  in  this  matter. 

*'And  now,  commending  the  whole  subject  to  your  serious  considera- 
tion, and  yourself  to  God's  care  and  protection, 

"I  am.  Right  Rev.  and  dear  Brother, 

"Your  affectionate  Brother  in  the  Lord, 

"J.  B.  CANTUAR.'^ 

In  my  own  judgment,  there  is  a  peculiar  fitness  in  our  complying 
•with  the  above  fraternal  recommendation, — espe(?ially  in  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina,  where  the  Church  was  brought  into  existence  and  long 
sustained  by  "the  nursing  care  and  protection'^  of  the  mother  Church, 
through  the  instrumentality  of  "The  Society  for  the  Propagation 
OF  THE  Gospel  in  Foreign  parts.'^  And  I  have  only  waited  for  this 
meeting  of  my  brethren,  to  ask  the  concurrence  of  all  the  Parishes  of 
the  Diocese  in  the  celebration  thus  appointed  for  the  1st  Sunday  after 
Trinity,  (22d  of  next  month,)  proposing,  should  they  intimate  their 
compliance  with  my  request,  to  furnish  them  in  the  mean  time  with 
appropriate  services  for  the  occasion. 

Before  closing  my  address,  I  have  the  painful  duty  of  recording  the 
decease  of  two  of  the  most  eminent  Presbyters  of  the  American  Church, 
and  of  calling  your  attention  to  the  lesson  which  this  solemn  and  trying 
dispensation  is  calculated  to  enforce.  When  I  say  that  the  Rev.  Drs. 
■Jarvis  and  Ogilby  are  no  more,  I  need  hardly  add,  what  will  be  the 
spontaneous  sentiment  of  every  mind  and  every  heart  among  true 
Churchmen,  that  in  their  removal,  two  of  our  brightest  lights  have  been 
withdrawn:  and  withdrawn  at  a  time  when  they  seemed  peculiarly  need- 
ed to  enable  us  to  thread  our  way  through  the  labyrinth  of  difficulties 
into  which  the  last  few  years  have  involved  us.  In  this,  however,  we 
are  taught  what  small  account  is  taken,  in  the  economy  of  God,  of  the 
wisdom  and  skill  of  man;  and  how  constant  and  entire  should  be  our 
reliance  on  the  strength  and  promise  of  our  Divine  Head.  While  the 
dispensation  concurs  with  the  last  year's  cases  of  sudden  sickness  and 
death  among  ourselves,  to  enforce  upon  all  Clergy  and  Laity  the  solemn 
admonition,  "Be  ye  also  ready;  for  in  such  hour  as  ye  think  not,  the 
Son  of  Man  cometh." 

Commending  you  to  the  guidance  of  God,  the  Holy  Ghost,  I  remain

The  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  made  his  report,  which  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church.     [>S'ee  Appendix.'] 

The  Committee  who  were  appointed  at  the  last  Convention  to  exam- 
ine the  act  of  the  Legislature,  ratified  8th  Jan.  1845,  entitled  an  act  to 
-amend  the  Revised  Statutes,  entitled  "Religious  Societies,'^  and  all 
othei'  acts  on  the  same  subject,  and  report  the  legal  bearing  and  force 
of  such  acts  as  to  parochial  Property,  and  Church  property  in  general, 
together  with  the  form  of  a  deed  for  the  conveyance  of  property  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  said  act  or  acts,  made  their  report  as  follows, 
which  was  adopted,  and  the  forms  of  deeds  recommended,  ordered  to  be 
published  with  the  Journals  of  the  Convention. 

The  undersigned,  to  whom,  at  the  last  Convention,  it  was  referred 
•'to  examine  the  act  of  the  Legislature  ratified  8th  January  1845,  enti- 
tled "An  act  to  amend  the  Revised  Statutes  entitled  Religious  Socie- 
ties," and  all  other  acts  on  the  same  subject,  and  report  the  legal  bear- 
ing and  force  of  such  acts,  as  to  Parochial  property  and  Church  proper- 
ty in  general,  together  with  the  form  of  a  deed  for  the  Conveyance  of 
property  according  to  the  provisions  of  said  act  or  acts,''  have  discharged 
the  duty  assigned  them,  and  report:  That,  in  their  opinion,  the  third 
section  of  chapter  99  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  entitled  "Religious  So- 
cieties," provides  for  the  appointment  of  Trustees  for  each  separate  So- 
cletij  or  CoTKjregatton  of  any  Church  within  this  State,  to  whom  any 
property,  real  or  personal,  may  be  conveyed,  in  trust  for  such  Society  or 
Congregation. 

The  4th  section  of  said  act  authorizes  such  trustees  to  sue  for,  and  re- 
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and  the  5th  section  provides  for  calling  such  trustees  to  account. 

The  6th  section  confirms  and  ratifies  all  titles  to  such  property,  which, 
may  have  been  theretofore  made,  or  may  be  thereafter  made,  to  any  re- 
ligious society  or  congregation,  or  tp  any  of  the  members  thereof,  for 
the  use  of  the  said  society  or  congregation;  thereby  covering  all  defects 
in  any  conveyances  made  for  that  purpose,,  if  it  appear  on  the  face  of 
the  deed  that  the  conveyance  was  for  the  benefit  of  such  society  or  con- 
gregation^ or  to  some  member  thereof;  and  it  transfers  the  absolute  es- 
tate in  all  such  property  to  each  society  or  congregation  for  whose  use 
and  benefit  the  same  may  have  been  intended  to  be  conveyed. 

The  provisions  of  this  act,  it  will  be  seen,  apply  exclusively  to  pro- 
perty conveyed,  or  intended  to  be  conveyed,  to  separate  societies  or  con- 
gregations; and  no  authority  was  thereby  conferred  upon  any  Chui'ch,. 
in  general,  to  hold  such  property. 

To  remedy  this  defect,  the  act  of  1845,  chap.  47,  was  passed,  which, 
authorises  any  Conference,  Synod,  Convention,  or  other  ecclesiastical 
body  representing  any  Church  or  religious  denomination  within  this 
State,  to  appoint,  from  time  to  time,  in  such  manner  as  they  may  think 
proper,  a  suitable  number  of  persons  as  trustees  for  such  Church  or  de- 
nomination, who  shall  have  power  to  receive  donations,  and  to  purchase,, 
take  and  hold  property,  real  and  personal,  in  trust  for  such  Church  or 
denomination  within  this  State. 

These  two  acts,  it  is  evident,  were  not  designed  to  conflict,  nor  do 
they  conflict  with  each  other.  The  former  points  out  the  mode  in  which 
property  intended  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  sqmrate  societies  and 
congregations  of  the  several  Churches  within  this  State  shall  be  con- 
veyed; and  the  latter  in  what  manner  the  property  designed  for  the  use 
of  such  Churches  in  the  aggregate,  may  be  secured  to  them. 

Although  the  6th  section  of  chapter  99  of  the  Kevised  Statutes  was 
intended  to  cure  defects  in  conveyances  of  property  intended  for  the  use 
of  separate  societies  or  congregations,  it  is,,  in  the  opinion  of  the  under- 
signed, important,  if  not  absolutely  necessary,  that  such  conveyances 
should  on  their  face  purport  to  be  made  to  such  societi/  or  congregation ,. 
or  to  some  memher  thereof.  They  would  therefore  recommend  that  all 
such  conveyances  should  be  particularly  examined,  and,  where  practi- 
cable, made  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  if  they  do  not  al- 
ready do  so.  And  they  would  also  call  the  attention  of  the  Convention 
to  tlie  fact,  that  no  such  provision  exists  in  regard  to  property  intended 
to  be  conveyed  for  the  use  of  the  Church  in  general,  and  that  all  con- 
veyances of  such  property,  to  be  effectual,  must  be  in  strict  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  1844-45. 

They  would  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  annexed  forms 
of  deeds,  to  be  used  in  the  conveyance  of  such  property,^-the  fii'st  being 
intended  to  apply  to  property  conveyed  for  the  use  of  separate  congrega- 
tions; the  latter  for  the  conveyance  of  property  designed  for  the  use  of 
the  Church  at  large  in  the  Diocese. 

They  would  also  recommend  that,  in  future,,  in  the  election  of  the 
Yestries  of  the  several  congregations,  the  persons  elected  should  like- 
wise be  designated  and  elected  as  ^Hrustees  appointed  pui'suant  to  the 
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proTisions  of  the  od  section  of  chapter  99  of  the  Kevised  Statutes,  en- 
titled "An  act  concerning  religious  societies  and  congregations." 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Chairman  of  the  Investigating  Committee  appointed  at  the  last 
Convention,  being  sick,  the  Rev.  Br.  Mason  stated  that  the  Committee 
were  ready  to  report. 

Mr.  Charles  P.  Mallett  introduced  the  following  Preamble  and  Reso- 
lutions: 

TThereas,  the  Committee  of  Inquiry,  raised  by  the  last  Convention,  at 
the  request  of  the  Bishop,  is  of  necessity  obliged  to  make  a  report  upon 
the  statement  of  facts  submitted  to  them  by  the  several  Parishes,  which 
report  must  in  its  nature  be  ex  parte:  and  whereas,  the  said  Committee 
were  not  empowered  to  confer  with  the  Bishop  in  explanation  of  an}'  cir- 
cumstances connected  therewith:    Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  reading  of  said  report  be  now  disi:)ensed  with,  and 
that  it  be  re-committed  to  said  Committee;  and  that  said  Committee  be 
increased  to  twelve,  consisting  of  six  of  the  Clergy  and  six  of  the  Laity, 
and  that  the  individuals  required  to  make  up  the  number  shall  be  elect- 
ed by  Congregations. 

Resolved,  further,  That  said  Committee  be  empowered  to  confer  with 
the  Bishop  or  any  other  person  touching  any  matter  or  thing  referred  to 
them,  whether  in  explanation  or  otherwise,  and  report  by  resolution 
whether  any  action  or  what  action,  should  be  taken  thereon  by  this 
Convention;  and  further  resolved,  that  said  Committee  be  authorised  to 
meet  during  the  sitting  of  this  Convention. 

A  question  of  order  having  been  raised  by  John  H.  Haughton,  Esq. 
with  reference  to  the  introduction  of  said  preamble  and  resolutions,  the 
President  decided  that  they  were  in  order,  from  which  decision  Mr. 
Haughton  appealed.  After  some  discussion,  the  resolutions  were  with- 
drawn. 

Mr.  Chas.  P.  Mallett  then  moved  that  the  reading  of  the  report  of 
the  investigating  Committee  be  dispensed  with  for  the  present,  and  that 
it  be  re-committed  to  a  Committee  of  12,  to  consist  of  6  Clergymen  and 
G  Laymen. 

A  division  of  the  question  having  been  called  for,  the  Chair  decided 
the  division  to  be  in  order. 

The  f[uestion  was  put  on  the  first  branch  of  the  resolution,  viz:  that 
the  reading  of  the  report  be  dispensed  with  for  the  present;  and  it  was 
ordered  that  the  vote  be  taken  by  Congregations  and  Orders.

On  motion,  Kesoived,  That  the  President  of  the  Convention  commu- 
nicate to  the  Bishop  the  report  of  the  Investigating  Committee,  and 
inform  him  that  the  Convention  are  ready  to  receive  any  communication 
which  he  ma}^  be  disposed  to  make,  either  in  person  or  otherwise.

Rev.  Dr.  Mason,  President,  having  called  the  Convention  to  order, 
announced  the  death  of  the  ReV.  J.  B.  Buxton,  Rector  of  St.  John's

Whereupon,  the  Hon.  G.  E.  Badger  moved  that  the  ordinary*  busi- 
ness be  suspended,  and  that  the  Convention  stand  adjourned  to  5  P.  M.

Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Hon.  Mr.  Badger  enquired  of  the  President  whether  he  had  received 
from  the  Bishop  any  reply  to  the  Communication  whicli  he  had  been 
requested  to  make  to  him  by  the  resolution  of  yesterday  evening. 
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To  whicli  the  President  replied,  that  he  had  received  nothing  in  writ- 
ing to  hand  to  the  Convention;  but  that  he  believed  that  the  Bishop 
stated  he  had  some  documents  and  some  oral  testimony  to  lay  before  a 
Committee, — that  he  did  not  know  whether  it  was  intended  to  be  offi- 
cial or  not. 

Mr.  J.  Collins  introduced  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions: 

Whereas,  the  Committee  of  enquiry  raised  by  the  last  Convention  at 
the  request  of  the  Bishop,  was  of  necessity  obliged  to  make  a  report 
upon  the  statement  of  facts  submitted  to  them  by  the  several  Parishes; 
which  report  is,  as  the  Committee  state,  ex  parte  in  character:  And 
whereas,  the  said  Committee  were  not  empowered  to  confer  with  the 
Bishop  in  explanation  of  any  circumstances  connected  therewith. 

Therefore  Resolved,  That  the  report  and  the  accompanying  docu- 
ments be  re-committed  to  a  Committee  of  12,  consisting  of  6  Clergymen 
and  6  Laymen.  „ 

Resolved  further.  That  said  Committee  be  empowered  to  confer  with 
the  Bishop  or  any  other  person,  touching  every  matter  referred  to  them, 
whether  in  explanation  or  otherwise,  and  report  by  resolution  whether 
any  action  and  what  action  should  be  taken  thereon  by  this  Convention; 
and  that  they  report  to-morrow  afternoon. 

Resolved  further.  That  the  said  Committee  have  leave  to  meet  during 
the  sittings  of  this  Convention. 

Pending  the  discussion  of  these  resolutions,  they  were  withdra\>Ti  by 
the  mover,  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  Hon.  Pvobert  Strange  to  make 
the  following  communication  from  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  St.  John's 
Church,  Fayetteville: 

At  a  Meeting  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  St.  John's  Church, 
Fayetteville,  hetd  in  the  Church  on  Friday,  May  30th,  1851,  the  fol- 
lowing Preamble  and  Resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted: 

The  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  Saint  John's  Church,  Fayetteville,  have 
heard  with  feelings  of  the  deepest  emotion  and  inexpressible  regret,  of 
the  sudden  death  of  their  beloved  Pastor,  the  Rev.  Jarvis  B.  Buxton. 

Therefore  Resolved,  That  this  Parish  has,  by  this  dispensation  of 
Divine  Providence,  sustained  an  irreparable  loss,  and  the  Church  at 
large  been  deprived  of  a  most  able,  efficient,  and  faithful  Minister. 

Resolved,  That  while  indulging  our  grief  for  this  privation,  so  start- 
ling and  unexpected  to  us,  we  have  the  cheering  confidence  that  our 
loss  has  been  his  incalculable  gain,  and  that  our  beloved  Pastor  is  now 
in  the  enjoyment  of  those  rewards  that  await  the  ftiithful  Soldiers  of 
Christ. 

Resolved,  That  we  sympathise  most  sincerely  with  the  family  of  the 
deceased  in  this  their  most  distressing  bereavement,  and  invoke  in  their 
behalf  the  only  comforter  for  griefs  such  as  theirs. 

Resolved,  That  as  a  public  expression  of  our  sorrow,  the  Wardens  be 
requested  to  have  the  Church  shrouded  in  mourning  for  the  three  months 
next  ensuing,  and  to  have  a  mural  tablet  erected  in  the  Church  to  the 
memory  of  the  deceased. 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed,  consisting  of  the  Wardens 
and  one  member  of  the  Vestry  of  this  Parish,  to  superintend  the  ar- 
rangements for  the  funeral  of  our  late  Pastor. 
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Resolved,  That  the  Presiding  Officer  of  this  meeting  be  requested  to 
transmit  a  copy  of  these  Resolutions  to  the  family  of  the  deceased,  and 
to  have  the  same  published  iu  the  several  public  Journals  of  this  place.

Whereupon,  the  Hon.  Geo.  E.  Badger  addressed  the  Convention,  pro- 
nouncing an  appropriate  eulogy  upon  the  character  of  the  deceased  Rec- 
tor, and  closed  his  remarks  by  introducing  the  following  resolutions, 
whicli  were  unanimously  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  respond  to  the  Preamble  and  Resolu- 
tions of  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  St.  John's  Church,  Fayetteville, 
and  direct  that  they  be  entered  on  the  Journal  of  the  Convention. 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  this  Convention  will  in  a  body  attend 
the  funeral  of  the  Rev.  Jarvis  B.  Buxton,  late  Rector  of  this  Church, 
from  this  place,  to-morrow  at  82  o'clock  A.  M. 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  this  Convention  will  wear  the  usual 
badge  of  mourning  for  thirty  days,  in  testimony  of  their  high  regard  and 
respect  for  the  deceased. 

The  discussion  of  the  preamble  and  resolutions  was  then  resumed: 

Mr.  John  H.  Haughton  moved  to  amend  the  same  by  adding  the 
following  proviso: 

Provided,  said  Committee  shall  report  by  4  o'clock  to-morrow  after- 
noon. If  a  report  be  not  made  by  that  hour,  the  Committee  shall  be 
discharged,  and  the  Convention  will  then  proceed  to  act  upon  the  pre- 
sent report  of  the  Select  Committee  and  the  accompanying  papers. 

The  Secretary  asked  leave  to  read  his  record  of  the  statement  made 
by  the  President  of  the  Convention  in  reply  to  his  communication  tu 
the  Bishop. 

Which  having  beeen  read,  was  decided  to  be  correct. 

J)r.  r.  J.  Hill  moved  to  amend  the  amendment,  by  striking  out  all 
after  the  word  resolved,  and  inserting  as  follows,  ahz:  That  the  subject 
of  the  report  of  the  Investigating  Committee  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Which  amendment  was  sabse{j[uently  withdrawn  by  the  mover. 

Dr.  P.  Jones,  a  Delegare  from  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Hiilsborougli. 
appeared  and  took  his  seat. 

A  Certificate  of  Delegation  from  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Oxford,  was 
read,  and  the  following  were  found  duly  elected  Delegates  to  this  Con- 
vention: L.  A.  Paschall,  Jas.  T.  Littlejohn,  Dr.  Z.  M.  Paschall,  W. 
Y.  Paschall.     Of  whom  Dr.  Z.  M.  Paschall  appeared  and  took  his  seat. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Haughton  substituted  G  P.  M.  for  4  P.  M.  in  the  proviso. 

The  question  upon  the  amendment  having  ])ecn  put,  it  was  carried. 

The  question  was  then  put  upon  the  preamble  and  resolution  as  a- 
171  ended.     Carried. 

Dr.  Ed.  Warren  moved  that  the  Committee  be  chosen  by  ballot.  Lost. 

The  President  then  announced  the  following  to  compose  the  said 
Committee,  viz:  Rev.  Messrs.  Geer,  Smedes,  Cheshire,  Huske,  Parker 
and  Lee  of  the  Clergy;  Hon.  Robt.  Strange,  and  jMessrs.  Holt,  J.  W. 
Wright^  Lord,  T.  H.  Wright,  and  Demill,  of  the  Laity. 
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Hon.  Robt.  Strange  asked  to  be  excused  from  serving:  request  refuse<.l. 

J.  W.  Wright  also  asked  to  be  excused:  not  granted. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  to  82  o'clock  to-morrow  morn- 


Saturday,  May  SO. 

The  Convention  assembled  at  the  Church  at  8|  A.  M.,  and,  with  the 
Bishoj-),  attended,  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  yesterday,  the 
Funeral  of  the  late  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church,  Rev.  Jarvis  B.  Buxton. 

The  Funeral  Service  was  read  in  the  Church  by  the  Bishop,  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Mason  reading  the  Lesson. 

After  the  Funeral  Obsequies,  the  Convention  met, — the  Rev.  Dr.  Ma- 
son in  the  Chair. 

Dr.  Mason  stated  that  he  wished  to  inform  the  Convention,  that  the 
statement  made  b}^  him  as  coming  from  the  Bishop,  in  reply  to  the 
communication  which  he  was  requested  to  make  to  the  Bishop,  was  in- 
tended as  ofi&cial. 

Dr.  F.  J.  Hill,  in  pursuance  of  the  notice  which  he  gave,  moved  that 
the  future  Sittings  of  this  Convention  be  held  with  open  doors. 

The  vote  was  called  for  by  Orders  and  Congregations,  and  resulted  as 
follows:  Clergy:  Ayes  16,  Nays  3. 

All  the  Clergy  present  voted  Aye,  except  Rev.  Messrs.  Donnelly,  Ja- 
cocks  and  AYatson. 

Of  the  Laity,  all  voted  Aye,  35  in  number  being  present.  So  the 
vote  by  Congregations  was  unanimous,  and  the  motion  was  carried. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Mason,  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  made 
the  following  Report: 

REPORT  of  the  Standing   Committee. 

The  Standing  Committee  respectfully  Report:  That  during  the  past 
Conventional  year,  they  have  signed  testimonials  on  behalf  of  the  fol- 
lowing persons,  viz:  of  Greo.

Adjourned  to  4  o'clock,  P.  M. 

4  o'clock,  p.  31. 
The  Convention  uiet  pursuant  to  adjournment. 
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On  motion,  Resolved,  That  the  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention 
be  now  elected;  and  after  several  ballotings,  the  following  were  elected: 
Rev.  Drs.  Drane  and  Mason  of  the  Clergy^  and  Jno.  W.  Wright,  J.  S. 
Eaton  and  Josiah  Collins,  of  the  Laity. 

Rev.  Mr.  Geer,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  12,  announcing  his  readi- 
ness to  report,  and  the  hour  having  arrived  for  said  report,  all  further 
proceedings  in  the  election  were  suspended. 

The  Report  was  called  for,  and  the   Rev.  Mr.  Geer  read  the  Report. 

The  reading  of  several  documents,  which  were  attached  to  the  Report 
of  the  Investigating  Committee,  being  called  for  by  Mr.  Chas.  P.  Mal- 
lett  and  Dr.  F.  J.  Hill,  several  motions  were  made.

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention,  the  confidence  of 
the  people  of  his  charge  in  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  has  been  impaired, 
and  his  usefulness  destro3^ed  or  greatly  diminished. 

Therefore  Resolved,  That  in  i\iQ  opinion  of  this  Convention  an  As- 
sistant Bishop  ought  to  be  appointed. 

The  Convention  was  addressed  by  many  gentlemen  of  the  Clergy,  and 
several  of  the  Lay  members,  and  at  the  suggestion  of  i\\e  President,  that 
it  was  very  late  and  on  the  eve  of  Sunday,  the  Convention  ailjourned  to 
jMonday,  9  o'clock  A.  M.

The  Bishop  and  Clergy  assembled  at  the  Church  for  the  purpose  of 
adopting  resolutions  in  relation  to  the  death  of  the  late  Rector  of  St. 
John's  Church,  the  Rev.  Jarvis  B.  Buxton. 

9  o'clock  a.  m. 

The  Convention  assembled  pui'suant  to  adjournment. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Wui.  Passmore,  the  Rev.  Thos.. 
F.  Davis,  Jr.  reading  the  Lessons. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Relief  Fund  was  called  up,  read 
and  adopted,  as  follows: 

REPORT  of  the  Committee  on  the  Relief  Fund. 

The  Committee  to  whom  Vv-as  referred  the  subject  of  the  Relief  of 
disabled  Ciersymen,  and  of  the  YV'idows  and  Orphans  of  deceased  Cler- 
gymen, respectfully  report:  That  there  are  two  Widows  of  deceased 
ClergymenVho  receive  assistance  from  this  Fund,  one  of  whom  has 
three  children. 

The  Treasm-er  of  the  Convention  reports,  that  withm  the  past  Con- 
ventional vear  he  has  received  in  their  behalf  the  sum  of  $401  28,, 
which,  with  a  balance  of  S55  12  previously  on  hand,  makes  a  total  of 
%ibQ  40.  Of  this  Mrs.  Wiley  has  received  $266  76,  and  Mrs.  Thurs- 
ton S113  64;  leaving  on  hand  a  balance  of  $46  00. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  the  sum  paid  into  the  Treasury  falls  about 
one  hundred  dollars  short  of  the  amount  required  to  be  paid  oiitof  the 
Assessments  by  a  resolution  of  the  Convention  of  1849;  while  it  is  near- 
ly two  hundred  dollars  less  than  the  amount  assessed.  The  Committee 
have  noticed  with  pleasure  several  instances  where  the  sum  contributed. 
has  exceeded  that  expected;  but  on  the  other  hand,  they  have  seen  with 
mortification  and  regret,  that  out  of  forty-nine  Parishes  assessed,  twenty- 
four,  almost  one-half  of  the  entire  number,  are  not  reported  as  having 
at  all  remembered  the  sacred  claims  of  the  destitute  Widows  and  Or,- 
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ptans  of  those  who  have  fiillen  while  fighting  the  battles  of  Christ. 
They  would  therefore  respectfully  commend  to  the  consideration  of  the 
Clergy  of  the  delinquent  Parishes  especially,  the  importance  of  pressing 
upon  their  people  the  peculiar  claims  which  this  Charity  has  upon  the 
sympathies  of  all  christian  hearts,  together  with  their  obligations  as 
members  of  the  Church  to  contribute,  at  least  something,  toward  an  ob- 
i<3ct  which  she  continually  holds  up  before  them  with  especial  prominence. 
They  would  fain  believe  that  there  are  few  in  the  Diocese  who,  while 
constantly  offering  to  God  the  petition  that  he  would  "provide  for  the 
fatherless  children  and  widows/'  would  yet  be  unwilling  to  second  their 
prayers  with  their  alms. 

The  Committee  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  devoting  the  offerings 
cf  children  to  this  Fund,  on  the  plan  of  systematic  charity.  There 
seems  to  be  something  especially  appvopriate  in  children  who  are  blessed 
with  parents,  and  the  enjoyment  of  this  world's  goods,  contributing  to 
the  relief  of  other  children  less  favored  in  these  respects.  And  not  only 
might  an  amount  respectable  in  itself  be  thus  collected  for  the  relief  of 
the  needy, — it  would  be  a  double  blessing:  in  opening  the  hearts  of  the 
rising  generation  to  sympathy  with  the  wants  of  others;  in  teaching 
them  the  true  principles  of  Christian  charity;  in  giving  them  an  early 
and  experimental  proof  of  the  truth  of  the  maxim  that  "it  is  more 
blessed  to  give  than  to  receive";  and  thus  training  them  up  to  that  en- 
larged benevolence  and  extended  usefulness  which  betoken  a  real  man- 
hood in  Christ. 

Believing  that  attention  to  the  subject  is  chiefly  needed  to  insure  lar- 
ger contributions,  they  would  recommend  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Scale  of  Assessments  for  the  Relief  Fund  for  the 
present  year  be  that  reported  by  the  Committee  of  Finance.

REPORT  of  the  Committee  of  Finance. 

The  Finance  Committee  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  have  carefully 
examined  the  several  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  referred  to  them,  and 
find  them  correct.  These  accounts  show  the  exact  state  of  all  funds 
under  the  control  of  the  Convention;  and  your  Committee  refer  the  Con- 
vention to  therqi  as  containing  full  information  as  to  the  present  state  of 
the  finances  of  the  Diocese,  and  as  superceding  the  necessity  of  any  spe- 
cial detail  in  relation  thereto. 

The  Committee  recommend  for  the  adoption  of  this  Convention  the 
^cale  of  Assessments  made  by  the  last  Convention,  with  the  few  slight 
^Iterations  and  additions  which  are  indicated  in  the  schedule  which  ac- 
companies this  Report.

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Tlie  Keport  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  was  called 
foy,  read  and  adopted,  as  follows: 

REPORT  of  tlie  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  respectfully  report:  That) 
having  examined  the  Bishop's  xVddress  and  the  Parochial  Reports  which 
were  referred  to  them,  they  find  that  there  have  been  521  Baptised,  of 
whom  130  are  Adults,  and  182  Confirmed.  141  have  been  added  to 
the  Communion.  The  present  number  of  Communicants  reported,  is 
2219.  Two  Presbyters  and  three  Deacons  have  been  Ordained.  Four 
Churches  have  been  Consecrated,  and  three  others  are  reported  as  ready 
for  Consecration.     There  are  now  four  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

The  Committee  would  respectfully  suggest  to  the  Clergy  the  necessity 
of  being  more  particular  in  making  out  their  Reports,  as  it  is  impossi- 
ble, from  the  imperfect  manner  in  which  many  of  those  submitted  to  the 
Committee  are  drawn  up,  to  ascertain  the  exact  condition  of  the  Church. 
They  would  also  urge  upon  them  the  importance  of  using  every  eftbrt  to 
establish  in  their  several  Parishes  Parochial  Schools,  in  which  the  Chil- 
dren of  their  charge  may,  day  after  day,  receive  that  instruction  which 
will  make  them  wise  unto  salvation.  They  would  further  recommend, 
that  in  every  Parish  attention  be  given  to  the  oral  instruction  of  the 
colored  Children  of  the  Church  in  the  duties  involved  in  their  baptismal 
vows;  that  they  may  thus  be  made  early  to  feel  and  appreciate  their  re- 
sponsibilities and  privileges  as  members  of  Christ. 

The  Committee  trust  that  the  difficulties  which  for  several  years  have 
disturbed  the  peace  of  the  Diocese,  and  in  some  degree  retarded  the 
prosperity  of  the  Church  within  her  borders,  may  be  soon  removed,  and 
that  such  measures  may  be  adopted  at  this  Convention  as  shall  tend  to 
the  restoration  of  harmony  .to  our  beloved  Zion. 

The  Committee  heartily  respond  to  the  sentiments  of  the  Bishop  in 
regard  to  the  communication  received  by  him  from  His  Grace  the  Arch- 
Bishop  of  Canterbury,  and  the  Protest  from  the  Bishop  of  Oxford;  and 
do  accordingly  recommend  that  the  suggestions  with  regard  to  the  pro- 
per celebration  of  the  one  hundred  and  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  vene- 
rable Society  for  the  propagation  of  the  Grospel  in  foreign  parts,  be  car- 
ried out  in  the  several  Parishes  of  the  Diocese.

REPORT  of  the  Executive  Missionary  Committee. 

The  Missionary  Committee  report,  as  to  the  matters  under  their  di- 
rection, that  the  aggregate  of  funds  at  the  credit  of  the  3Iissionary  Fund, 
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for  the  past  year,  inchiclmg  tlie  balance  on  hand  at  the  last  Conyention, 
is  $3521  27.  Of  this  sum,  S622  50  has  been  derived  from  bequests, 
and,  pursuant  to  a  resolution  of  the  last  Convention,  transferred  to  an 
account  for  a  permanent  Missionary  Fund;  $2061  03  is  applicable  to 
the  Missionary  calls  for  the  year  ending  with  this  Convention;  and 
$837  74  to  the  year  ending  with  the  Convention  of  1852.  The  appro- 
priations made  for  Missionary  services  during  the  past  year  amount  to 
Il525,  leaving  a  balance  of  530  03  applicable  to  claims  not  yet  disposed 
of.  For  the  sources  from  which  these  funds  are  derived,  the  Conven- 
tion is  referred  to  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer.

Rev.  J.  C.  Huske  asked  leave  toTeport  to  the  Convention  the  resolu- 
tions adopted  this  day,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Bishop  and  Clergy,  on  the 
subject  of  the  death  of  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Buxton,  and  they  were  ordered 
unanimously  to  be  spread  on  the  Journals  of  the  Convention. 

Whereas,  it  has  pleased  xVlmighty  God,  in  his  wise  Providence,  by  a 
sudden  death  to  deprive  this  Parish  and  the  Diocese  at  large  of  the  val- 
uable and  efficient  services  of  our  departed  Brother: 

Resolved,  That,  acknowledging  the  hand  of  Divine  wisdom,  we  bow 
with  submission  to  this  chastening  dispensation. 

Resolved,  That  while  in  the  loss  of  our  dear  Brother  we  mourn  our 
social  deprivation,  as  well  as  the  loss  to  the  Diocese,  and  to  his  own 
Parish,  we  sorrow  not  as  those  who  have  no  hope,  but  are  consoled  with 
the  firm  and  abiding  trust,  that  in  being  removed  from  his  labors  on 
earth,  he  has  gone  to  his  rest,  and  finally  to  those  rewards  which,  through 
the  merits  of  the  Redeemer,  are  laid  up  for  the  just — to  the  enjoyment 
of  the  special  blessings  which  are  promised  to  those  who  turn  many  to 
righteousness. 

Resolved,  That  with  lieartfelt  sympathy  we  offer  our  condolements  to 
the  afflicted  family  of  our  much  loved  Brotlier. 

Resolved,  That  the  above  resolutions  be  respectfully  conveyed  to  the 
family  of  the  deceased,  and  be  also  furnished  to  the  newspapers  in  Fay- 
v-jtteville  and  Raleigh,  with  a  request  for  their  insertion. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  proceeded  to  the  election  of  the  remaining 
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number  of  Delegates  to  tlie  Gi-eneral  Convention,  Rct.  Messrs.  Johnston 
and  Watson,  of  the  Clergy,  and  Edward  Lee  Winslow,  of  the  Laity, 
were  elected. 

The  following  were  appointed  Trustees  of  the  General  Theoloajical 
Seminary:  The  Rev.  R.  S.  Mason,  D.  !>.,  Rev.  R.  B.  Drane,  dT  D., 
Rev.  C.  F.  McRae;  Hon.  Duncan  Cameron  and  Josiah  Collins,  of  the 
I^aity. 

John  AY.  Wright  was  unanimously  elected  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Rev.  A.  A.  Watson  made  the  following  Report  from  the  Special  Mis- 
sionary Committee: 

REPORT  of  the  Missionary  Committee. 

The  Missionary  Committee  raised  by  this  Convention  respectfully  re- 
port: That  owing  to  the  difficulty,  if  not  impossiljility,  of  obtaining  some 
papers  usually  laid  before  them,  their  Report  cannot  be  as  full  as  usual 
in  those  respects.  They  would  express  their  regret  that  the  receipts 
have  fallen  so  far  below  the  assessments — but  at  the  same  time  their 
hope  that  better  prospects  are  before  us.  They  would  affectionately 
urge  their  brethren  of  the  Convention  and  the  Diocese  to  greater  exer- 
tions in  the  cause  of  our  common  Redeemer — our  common  Church — as 
well  as  the  common  cause  of  humanity. 

Death  is  rapidly  removing  those  whom  we  may  thus  be  the  instru- 
ments of  blessing,  and  drawing  with  us  to  a  higher  and  better  world. 

Let  us  work  while  it  is  day.  What  our  hands  find  to  do  with  our 
might.  Let  us  remember,  that  whatever  of  our  means  we  devote  to  the 
purposes  of  another  world,  we  do  as  it  were  invest  above,  and  thus  send 
on  before  us  for  our  eternal  advantage. 

There  have  been  several  applications  to  your  Committee  to  report  al- 
terations in  the  Scale  of  Assessments — some  for  increase,  some  for  de- 
crease. With  every  disposition  to  meet  the  views  of  those  who  have 
thus  addressed  us,  your  Committee  submit,  that  if  such  alterations  be 
desirable,  they  had  better  be  proposed  under  circumstances  permitting 
the  revievv^  of  the  whole  Scale  of  Asssesments.  They  would  therefore 
beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  resolution,  viz: 

Resolved,  That  the  whole  Scale  of  Assessments,  with  the  proposed 
alterations  in  the  same,  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee.

The  following  were  elected  the  Executive  Missionary  Committee:  The 
Rev.  Messrs.  Drane  and  Benton,  of  the  Clergy,  and  John  W.  Wright, 
C.  P.  3Iallett  and  C.  T.  Haigh,  of  the  Laity. 

On  motion.  Resolved,  That  the  next  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese  be  held  in  St.  John's  Chiu'ch,  Fayetteville,  on 
the  3d  Wednesday  in  May  1852. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  have  printed  and  circulated  1500  co- 
pies of  the  Journal  of  this  Convention. 

No  other  matter  of  business  being  before  the  Convention,  the  Hon.  Gr.  E. 
Badger  rose  and  addressed  the  Convention,  and  asked  leave  to  withdraw 
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the  resolutions  which  he  had  introduced  and  which  was  the  unfinished 
business  of  the  Convention  at  the  time  of  the  adjournment  on  Saturday 
Evening.     Leave  was  unanimously  granted. 

Mr.  Badger  introduced  the  following  resolution,  which  was  unani- 
mously adopted: 

Ordered,  That  so  much  onhj  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  of  In- 
vestigation appointed  at  the  last  Convention,  and  of  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  of  twelve  appointed  at  this  Convention,  as  relates  to  the  re- 
ligious doctrines  and  teachings  of  the  Bishop,  together  with  the  paper 
relating  thereto  which  accompanies  the  last  mentioned  Report,  be  in- 
serted on  and  printed  with  the  Journals  of  this  Convention. 

Mr.  H.  A.  London  moved  that  a  Committee  of  two  Clergymen  and 
three  Laymen  be  appointed  to  wait  on  the  Bishop  and  inform  him  of 
the  result  of  the  deliberations  of  the  Convention,  and  request  his  attend- 
ance at  4  o'clock  to  adjourn  the  same. 

The  Chair  appointed  3Iessrs.  Forbes  and  McRae,  of  the  Clergy,  and 
31essrs.  London,  Collins  and  Strange,  of  the  Laity. 

Adjourned  to  4  o'clock  P.  M. 

4  o'clock  p.  m. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  Bishop  in  the 
Chair. 

Four  verses  of  the  99th  Psalm  were  sung. 

The  Bishop  addressed  the  Convention. 

The  members  joined  in  singing  the  Gloria  in  Excelsis,  and  after 
iVaycrs  by  the  Bishop,  the  Convention  adjourned  &bie  die.

EXTRACTS  from    the   Report  of  the    Committee  of  Investigation , 
appointed  at  the  Convention  of  1850^  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop. 

The  Committee  api^ointed  under  the  resolution  of  the  last  Diocesan 
Convention,  held  at  Elizabeth  City,  to  inquire  into  the  causes  of  the 
difficulties  in  the  Diocese,  alluded  to  in  the  Bishop's  Address  to  said 
Convention,  beg  leave  to  report: 

That,  soon  after  their  appointment,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out 
the  views  of  the  Convention  in  the  manner  best  calculated  to  attain 
their  object,  your  Committee  instructed  their  Chairman  to  address  to 
the  Pastors  of  the  several  Churches  in  this  Diocese  the  following  Cir- 
cular: 

'^Rev'd  and  DExVR  Sir:  The  Committee  of  Investigation,  in  prose- 
cuting the  object  of  their  appointment,  respectfully  call  your  attention, 
and  that  of*  your  Yestry,  to  the  following  proceedings  which  were  had 
at  the  late  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  held  in  Christ 
Church,  Elizabeth  City,  May  1850: 

^^ Extract  from  the  Journal. 

''The  following  Communication  was  received  from  the  Bishop: 

"  ^Brethren  of  the  Convention:  Aware  that  the  difficulties  in  the 
'Diocese,  to  which  I  have  alluded  in  my  Address,  still  threaten  the  peace 
'of  the  same,  and  being  anxious  to  do  all  in  my  power  to  restore  harmo- 
''ny  and  good  will,  I  hereby  ask  of  you  a  Committee  of  Clergymen  and 
'Laymen,  to  investigate  all  the  circumstances  connected  therewith,  and 
'report  to  a  future  meeting  of  this  bodv. 

(Signed,)  _  ""  'L.  SILLIMAN  lYES, 

"  'Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

"  'May  31st,  1850. 

"  'On  motion  of  Dr.  F.  J.  Hill,  Resolved,  That  the  Communication 
'of  the  Bishop,  just  made  to  the  Convention,  be  referred  to  a  Committee, 
'composed  of  four  Clergymen  and  four  Laymen,  to  be  elected  by  ballot.' 

"Whereupon,  the  Convention  proceeded  to  ballot,  and  the  following 
were  elected  to  compose  said  Committee  of  .Reference:  Rev.  R.  B.. 
Drane,  D.  D.,  Rev.  /  B.  Buxton,  Rev.  S.  I.  Johnston,  Rev.  R.  S.  Ma- 
sfon,  D.  D.,  of  the  Clergy,  and  the  Hon.  A.  Moore,  Josiah  Collins,  Geo.. 
W.  Mordecai,  and  Jas.  W.  Bryan,  of  the  Laity. 

"Said  Committee  of  Reference  made  the  following  Report: 

"  'The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  a  Communication  from  the 
'Bishop  to  this  Convention,  in  these  words:  (here  follows  the  aforesaid 
'Communication,)  respectfully  report:  That  they  recommend  the  appoint- 
'nj.ent  of  a  Committee  by  this  Convention,  according  to  the  request  o£' 
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'the  Bishop,  to  consist  of  three  Clergymen  and  three  Laymen,  to  be  cho- 
^sen  by  ballot;  and  that  said  Committee  make  their  Report  to  the  next 
^Annual  Convention, — it  being  the  opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  this 
'is  the  earliest  period  at  which  as  full  a  representation  of  the  Church  in 
'the  Diocese  could  be  obtained  as  the  circumstcinces  of  the  case  require. 

*•  'They  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  Resolu- 
tions: 

"■  'Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  Clergymen  and  three  Laymen 
'be  appointed,  as  requested  by  the  Bishop,  and  that  they  make  report

^'  'Resolved,  That  said  Committee  of  Investigation  be  chosen  by  ballot. 
(Signed,)  "  'JARVIS  B.  BUXTON,  Chairman. 

^^  'The  c{uestion  on  the  adoption  of  the  Resolutions  as  reported  by  the 
^Committee  was  decided  in  the  affirmative;  when,  on  motion,  the  Con- 
^'ention  proceeded  to  the  election  of  the  Committee  of  Investigation. 
'The  Rev.  J.  B.  Buxton,  Rev.  R.  B.  Drane,  D.  D.,  Rev.  R.  S.  Mason, 
*I).  D.,  Hon.  A.  Moore,  Josiah  Collins,  and  Geo.  W.  Mordecai,  were 
^elected.' 

''Such,  Rev'd  and  Dear  Sir,  is  an  abstract  of  the  Conventional  pro- 
ceeding, which  the  Committee  of  Investigation  have  directed  me  to  lay 
before  you,  and  to  recjuest  that  you  lay  the  same  before  a  special  meet- 
ing of  your  Wardens  and  Yestry,  convened  as  early  as  will  suit  their 
convenience,  that  they  may  take  such  steps  in  the  premisei  as  you  and 
they  may  think  proper.  • 

"You  vrill  scarcely  fail  to  perceive  at  once,  that  any  statem.ents  made 
in  pursuance  of  these  Conventional  proceedings,  should  be  marked  in 
their  spirit  and  manner  with  solemnity  and  impartiality;  and  this  you 
will  of  course  impress  on  any  persons  who  may  be  disposed  to  make  them.. 

"Sealed  communications,  relating  to  the  matters  herein  contained, 
will  be  addressed  to  the  undersigned  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  at 
Fayette ville,  before  the  first  duxj  of  January  next.

That,  as  well  to  enable  the  several  Parishes  to  respond  thereto,  as  to 
consult  the  convenience  of  the  members  of  the  Committee,  they  resolved 
to  hold  their  meeting  for  taking  the  matters  referred  to  into  considera- 
tion, in  Raleigh,  on  the  ISth  Jan'y  1851,  on  which  day,  a  part  only  of 
the  Committee  being  present,  they  adjourned  over  until  AVednesday  the 
L5th,  when,  all  the  members  being  present,  they  proceeded  to  business. 

The  Committee  think  it  proper  here  to  state,  that  from  the  terms  of 
the  resolution  by  virtue  of  which  they  were  appointed,  they  did  not  con- 
sider themselves  required  or  empowered  to  act  as  a  Judicial  nor  as  an 
/tiquisiiorial  tribunal;  but  simply  as  a  Committee  to  inquire  and  report 
upon  the  causes  of  the  difficulties  referred  to.  They  therefore  confined 
themselves  to  the  examination  of  such  documents  as  were  laid  before 
them  in  response  to  the  communication  of  their  Chairman.  These  do- 
cuments were  taken  up  seriatim,  and  the  Committee  proceeded  to  their 
txamiuation  under  a  serious  and  deep  conviction  of  the  important  cou- 
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sequences  to  result  both  to  the  Bishop  and  the  Church,  and  with  a  sin- 
cere and  anxious  determination  to  discharge  the  duty  assigned  them, 
faithfully,  independently  and  honestly,  and  asking  the  Divine  aid  and 
blessing  on  their  deliberations. 

Before  proceeding  to  the  consideration  of  the  charges,  the  Committee 
had  the  several  communications  read,  for  the  purpose  of  discarding  such 
as  might  contain  nothing  requiring  consideration.  Of  this  character 
were  the  communications  or  answers  from  the  following  Parishes,  viz:

These  were  all  laid  aside,  as  containing  no  matter  for  the  action  of 
the  Committee.  They  are  however  carefully  preserved,  and  the  Com- 
mittee have  them  ready  to  produce,  should  they  be  called  for  by  the 
(Convention. 

Under  head  charging  the  Bishop  with  having  held  and  taught  erro- 
neous doctrines,  the  following  specifications  were  submitted,  as  being 
contained  in  the  several  communications  from  Christ  Church,  Eockfish, 
Cumberland  County;  St.  John's  Church,  Fayette ville;  St.  Bartholomew's 
Church,  Pittsborough;  Emmanuel  Church,  Warrenton;  and  also  from 
George  W.  Mordecai. 

1st.  It  is  alleged  that  the  Bishop  stated,  that  he  believed  the  Church 
to  be  in  schism;  and  that  he  would  not  be  Bishop  of  Maryland  for  his 
right  arm.  As  charged  in  the  communication  from  Warrenton,  which 
refers  to  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Buxton,  and  also  to  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Cameron  F. 
McRae,  R.  E.  Parham,  J.  Buxton,  and  Joseph  C.  Huske. 

In  relation  to  the  above,  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Buxton  makes  the  following 
statement  before  the  Committee:  That  he  understood  the  Bishop  as  ap- 
ph'ing  his  remarks  to  the  Diocese  of  Maryland  and  to  California,  as  be- 
ing originally  subjected  to  the  See  of  Rome,  and  not  to  the  Church  at 
large  in  the  United  States. 

2d.  It  is  alleged  that  he  declared  his  purpose  to  appoint  a  Penitential 
vy  Priest  to  visit  the  different  Parishes  of  his  Diocese.  As  charged  in 
the  communication  from  Emmanuel  Church,  Warrenton. 

3d,  It  is  alleged  that  he  declared  that  he  objects  to  the  Prayers  to 
the  A^irgin  Mary,  or  to  Saints,  not  because  they  are  wrong  in  them- 
selves, but  because  they  are  liable  to  abuse.  As  charged  in  the  com- 
munication aforesaid.

4tli.  It  is  alleged  that  the  difficulties  in  the  Diocese  have  been  caused 
by  the  teachings  of  the  Bishop  ou  the  subject  of  Auricular  Confession 
and  Absolution.     As  charged  in  the  communication  aforesaid. 

5th.  It  is  alleged  that  these  difficulties  have  been  caused  by  the  teach- 
ings of  the  Bishop  on  the  subject  of  the  Real  Presence  in  the  Eucharist; 
which  words  are  supposed  to  be  used  by  him  in  their  Romish  sense.  As 
charged  in  the  communication  from  the  Vestry  of  St.  John's  Chmx-h, 
Fayetteville. 

6th.  It  is  alleged  that  the  Bishop's  supposed  connection  with  the 
publication  of  the  Pamphlet  known  as  ''The  •  Voice  of  the  Anglican 
Church/'  has  been  one  of  the  causes  of  the  difficulties  in  the  Diocese. 

It  is  alleged  that  the  Bishop  did  establish  within  this  Diocese  Th^ 
Order  of  the  Hoi}"  Cross,  and  that  he  did  introduce  novel  and  unauthor- 
ized customs  and  practices  within  the  same. 

The  Committee  beg  leave  further  to  report,  that  in  addition  to  the 
communications  herein  before  referred  to,  a  letter  from  Dr.  M.  Page, 
addressed  to  one  of  the  members  of  this  Committee,  was  likewise  laid 
before  them,  which  letter  (marked  B.)  they  beg  to  submit  with  the 
other  documents. 

The  Committee  deem  it  due  to  the  Bishop,  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  Convention  to  that  portion  of  his  Annual  Address  to  the  late  Con- 
vention of  this  Diocese,  held  at  Elizabeth  City,  in  which  he  sets  forth 
his  teachings;  and  also  to  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of 
the  Church  at  said  Convention,  relating  thereto,  and  submit  the  same 
to  this  Convention  in  connection  with  the  specifications  on  the  subject 
of  erroneous  doctrine,  herein  before  contained. 

The  Committee  deem  it  proper  to  add,  that  this  Report  is  founded 
on  ex  parte  statements,  contained  in  the  communications  from  the  sev- 
eral Vestries  and  a  few  individuals,  and  they  do  not  undertake  to  decide 
upon  their  merits;  but  they  feel  bound  to  say,  that  in  their  opinion  the 
statements  referred  to  do  contain  the  true  causes  of  the  difficulties  ex- 
isting in  the  Diocese,  and  are  in  themselves  of  sufficient  importance  to 
require  the  Committee  to  lay  the  whole  matter  before  the  Convention 
for  their  consideration. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

EXTRACTS  from  the  Report  of  the   Committee  of  Twelve,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  Report  of  the  Committee  of  luvesti(jation. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Report  of  the  Committee 
of  Investigation,  appointed  at  the  last  Convention,  with  its  accompany- 
ing documents,  with  authority  to  confer  with  the  Bishop  or  any  other 
person  touching  every  matter  refeited  to  them,  beg  leave  to  report:  That 
the  Bishop  appeared  before  them,  and  in  explanation  of  the  several 
charges  which  have  been  brought  against  him  with  respect  to  doctrine, 
made  the  following  statement: 

The  Bishop  taid  to  the  Committee,  that  it  might  be  considered  hu- 
miliating in  him  to  offer  to  the  Committee  the  statement  he  was  now 
about  to  make,  but  a  sense  of  duty,  both  to  himself  and  to  the  Church 
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compelled  liim  to  do  so.  That  it  liad  "been  at  one  time  a  very  favorite 
idea  with  him  to  bring  about  a  union  of  the  Roman,  the  Greek,  the 
Anglican,  and  the  American  Churches;  and  that  in  his  zeal  for  Catholic 
union,  he  had  overlooked  the  diiSculties  in  the  way,  which  he  was  now 
satisfied  were  insuperable.  That  this  tendency  of  his  mind  towards  a 
union  of  the  Churches  had  been  greatly  increased,  and  his  ability  to 
perceive  the  difi&culties  in  the  way  had  been  diminished,  by  a  high  state 
of  nervous  excitement,  arising  either  from  bodily  disease  or  a  constitu- 
tional infirmity.  That  in  the  pursuit  of  this  favorite  idea,  he  had  been 
insensibly  led  into  the  adoption  of  opinions  on  matters  of  doctrine,  and 
to  a  public  teaching  of  them,  of  the  impropriety  of  which  he  was  now 
fully  satisfied;  and  upon  a  review  of  those  opinions,  wonders  that  he 
should  ever  have  entertained  them.  That  this  change  in  his  views  has 
been  brought  about  in  part  by  a  return  to  a  more  healthy  condition  of 
mind  and  body,  but  mainly  from  having  perceived  the  tendency  of  those 
doctrines  to  the  Church  of  Eome,  as  sad  experience  has  shown  in  the 
cases  of  Arch-Deacon  Manning  and  others.  That  among  the  effects  of 
his  desire  to  bring  about  this  union  of  the  Churches,  he  was  induced  to 
tolerate  the  Romish  notion  of  the  Invocation  of  Saints,  as  expressed  in 
his  letter  to  the  Rev.  C.  F.  McRae,  which  expressions  he  now  retracts 
and  would  denounce  as  strongly  as  any  one.  That  on  the  subject  of 
Auricular  Confession  and  Absolution,  vv^hatever  extravagances  of  opin- 
ion or  expression  he  may  have  heretofore  indulged,  he  now  holds  that 
Confession  to  a  Priest  is  not  necessary  to  salvation;  and  that  he  does  not 
believe  in  judicial  absolution,  or  the  power  of  the  Priest  to  forgive  sins. 
JSTor  does  he  hold  that  the  absolution  recognised  by  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  is  merely  declaratory,  but  that. the  Priest  is  therein  an  in- 
strument through  whom  pardon  is  transmitted  to  the  penitent,  while  its 
efficacy  does  not  in  any  degree  depend  upon  the  volition  or  intention  of 
the  Priest.  That  absolution  is  not  essentially  necessary  to  the  forgive- 
ness of  sins,  but  that  it  is  important  when  practicable  to  obtain  public 
absolution  as  contained  in  the  ritual  of  our  Church,  which  is  the  only 
absolution  that  he  holds  proper,  except  in  those  cases  in  which  that  is 
impracticable.  That  he  had  at  one  time,  under  the  influences  before 
mentioned,  entertained  doubts  whether  our  branch  of  the  Church  was 
not  in  a  state  of  schism.  That  he  had  never  gone  so  far  as  to  believe 
that  it  was,  but  merely  entertained  doubts.  He  was  now  satisfied  be- 
yond a  doubt  that  she  was  not  in  schism.  That  he  had  never  held  the 
doctrine  of  the  real  presence  in  the  Holy  Communion,  as  synonymous 
with  transubstantiation,  but  on  the  contrary  had  always  abhorred  it. — 
He  admitted  that  on  a  review  of  some  of  his  writings,  he  had  become 
satisfied  that  he  had  exposed  himself  to  misconstruction  by  the  use  of 
the  term  real  presence,  which  was  in  the  Romish  Church  synonymous 
with  transubstantiation.  But  in  the  use  of  the  term  real  presence,  he 
had  in  his  mind  only  the  spiritual  presence  of  Christ.  That  the  term 
spiritual  presence  was  the  only  one  proper  to  be  used,  as  the  general 
expression  real  presence  was,  in  the  present  state  of  the  christian  world, 
liable  to  be  understood  as  asserting  Christ's  bodily  presence  in  the  Eu- 
charist,— being  used  by  the  Romish  Church  to  express  its  idea  of  tran- 
substantiation.    And  that  the  spiritual  presence  of  Christ  in  the  Eucha- 
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rist  is  all  that  our  Churcli  teaches,  and  would  recommend  the  use  of  that 
expression  instead  of  real  presence. 

The  above  is  correct.  L.  S.  lYES. 

With  regard  to  the  publication  of  the  Tract  called  "The  Voice  of  the 
Anglican  Church/'  the  Bishop  saj^s  that  he  had  nothing  to  do  with  its 
eompilation;  but,  learning  while  in  New  York  that  such  a  compilation 
had  been  made  by  two  Clergymen  in  whom  he  had  entire  confidence,  he 
determined,  without  verifying  the  quotations,  to  have  it  jmblished  as  an 
appendix  to  his  volume  of  Sermons.  But  that  when  he  had  ascertained 
its  true  character,  he  immediately  countermanded  its  publication,  and 
now  regrets  ever  having  had  any  thing  to  do  with  it. 

With  regard  to  the  Order  of  the  Holy  Cross,  the  Bishop  states — ■ 

That  no  such  Order  is  now  in  existence,  nor  has  been  since  the  Salis- 
bury Convention.  That  from  his  experience  of  the  result,  upon  the 
minds  of  the  young  men,  he  is  satisfied  that  no  vows,  beside  those  ex- 
pressly required  or  allowed  by  our  ritual,  ought  to  be  taken  in  our 
Church;  and  farthermore,  that  any  vows,  beyond  these,  are  contrary  to 
the  spirit  of  our  Church,  and  a  temptation  and  snare  to  those  who  take 
them. 

And  that  Valle  Crucis  is  now  only  a  Missionary  Station. 

The  Committee  would  further  state,  that  in  addition  to  Dr.  Page's 
letter,  they  have  before  them  statements  tending  to  shew  that  the  Bish- 
op has  for  several  years  past  been  in  a  state  of  mental  excitement,  which 
has  impaired  his  memory  and  rendered  cjuite  uncertain  the  determina- 
tions of  his  judgment.  An  oral  statement  quite  in  detail,  but  which 
the  Committee  have  not  had  time  to  reduce  to  writing,  was  also  made 
by  Josiah  Collins,  Esq.,  to  shew  that  the  Bishop's  mind  has  been  for 
several  years  past,  from  an  attack  of  fever,  singularly  affected,  so  as  to 
impair  his  judgment  and  enfeeble  his  memory,  while  other  powers  of 
the  mind  have  been  rather  exalted:  A  state  of  mind  well  calculated  to 
mislead  its  subject,  and  at  the  same  time  to  expose  him  to  gross  mis- 
conception on  the  part  of  others. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

J.  B.  Buxton, 
late  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church,  was  handed  to  the  Secretary  after  the 
adjournment  of  the  Convention,  and  is  inserted  as  a  matter  which  will 
be  of  much  interest  to  his  late  Congregation,  as  well  as  the  Church  at 
large:] 

ST.  JOHN'S  CHURCH,  FAYETTEVILLE. 

The  Twentieth  jenr  of  the  Rector's  charge  of  this  Parish  having 
closed  with  this  Convention,  he  begs  leave  to  report  the  following  Sta- 
tistics from  the  Parish  Register: 

He  entered  upon  this  charge  in  May  1831,  when  60  Communicants 
were  reported  to  the  Convention  of  that  year.  Of  this  original  number,  lr> 
have  departed  this  life;  23  have  removed;  leaving  21  now  surviving  here. 

Since  the  period  referred  to,  he  has  reported  the  following  Baptisms: 
Adult^White  60,  colored  44,  104 

Infant— White  319,  colored  TO,  389 

Beyond  the  Parish,  27 

Total,  520  persons. 

Confii-mations,  within  the  same  time,  230  persons. 

Communicants — Added,  white  251,  colored  60;  total       311  persons 

Of  the  above  number  of  white  Communicants,  36  have  died;  96  have 
removed.  The  corrected  list,  including  the  balance  of  the  original  num- 
ber, now  shows  the  present  number  to  be:  white  140,  colored  30,  total  170. 

Ninety -one  Marriages  within  the  term  have  been  solemnized.  Of 
these  were  white  61,  colored  30. 

Within  the  same  period  were  197  Funerals,  of  which  149  were  of 
white  persons  and  48  of  colored. 

Four  Public  Executions  have  been  solemnized.  One  in  Cumberland 
County,  one  in  Bladen,  one  in  Johnston,  and  one  in  Richmond.  The 
convicts  were  visited  in  prison,  and  on  their  confession  of  sins  and  pro- 
fession of  faith  in  Christ,  were  Baptised  for  the  remission  of  guilt,  and 
were  admitted  to  the  Holy  Communion.  So  true  is  it  that  capital  pun- 
ishment is  a  means  of  grace,  which,  for  the  remission  of  scarlet  sin,  G^oc 
hath  instituted  and  ordained,  and  for  the  administration  of  which  the 
Church  has  provided.

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CONSTITUTION 

OF   THE 

PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA. 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  State,  accedes  to,  recognises 
and  adopts,  the  General  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
of  the  United  States,  and  acknowledges  its  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  IL 

There  shall  be  an  Annual  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese 
at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  next  preceding  Conven- 
tion. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen.  Each 
regularly  ordained  Minister,  of  either  order,  being  settled  with  a  paro- 
chial charge  in  this  State;  or  being  a  President,  Professor,  or  Instructer 
of  youth,  in  any  Seminary  of  Learning  in  this  State;  or  being  a  Mis- 
sionary of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, .  acting  under  the  direction 
of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  this  Diocese,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat 
and  a  vote  in  the  Convention;  provided  he  shall  have  been  actually  and 
canonically  a  resident  of  the  State,  or  shall  have  been  a  candidate  for 
orders  belonging  to  this  Diocese,  for  the  space  of  twelve  calendar  months 
next  before  the  Convention.  Each  Church  or  Congregation  in  this 
Diocese,  which  is  now  a  member,  or  shall  hereafter  be  admitted  a  mem- 
ber of  this  Convention,  shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Convention  one 
or  more  Lay  Delegates,  not  exceeding  four,  to  be  chosen  by  the  Vestry 
or  by  the  Congregation,  from  among  the  members  of  such  Congregation. 
Provided,  however,  that  no  one  person  shall  be  the  Delegate  of  more 
than  one  Church  or  Congregation  at  the  same  Convention.  Provided, 
also,  that  this  Article  shall  not  exclude  from  the  Convention  any  Cler- 
gyman who  is  now  and  shall  continue  to  be  a  resident  in  this  State,  and 
who  is  now  a  member  of  this  Convention. 
ARTICLE  IV. 

Every  Convention  shall  be  opened  with  Prayer,  and  a  Sermon,  which 
shall  be  delivered  by  some  Clergyman  who  has  been  nominated  by  tho 
Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Church. 

ARTICLE  V. 

A  President  shall  be  annually  appointed,  who  shall  preside  in  all 
meetings  of  the  Convention,  except  when  a  Bishop  shall  be  present, 
when  he  shall,  ex-officio^  be  President. 

ARTICLE  VL 

A  Secretary  shall  be  annually  chosen,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep 
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a  record  of  the  proceedings,  and  to  give  timely  notice  to  each  Minister 
and  Vestr}-,  of  the  time  and  place  of  each  meeting  of  the  Convention  in 
this  Diocese. 

AKTICLE  VII. 
A  Standing  Committee,  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  seven 
persons,  shall  be  annually  chosen  by  ballot.  They  shall  have  power  to 
admit  Candidates  for  the  Ministry,  and  when  there  is  not  a  Bishop, 
they  shall  examine  and  pass  on  the  testimonials  of  foreign  Clergymen. 
They  may  call  special  meetings  of  the  Convention;  and  shall  transact  all 
other  business  as  they  are  empowered  to  do  by  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  General  Convention.  They  shall  also  have  power  to  fill 
any  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  their  own  body  by  death,  removal,  or 
otherwise,  during  the  recess  of  the  Annual  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 
^  A  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  this  Church  shall  at  all 
times  be  Clergymen  of  this  Diocese;  and  no  Layman  shall  be  appointed 
a  mem])er  of  said  Committee,  except  he  be  a  Communicant  of  the  Epis- 
copal Church. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

In  all  questions  which  shall  come  before  the  Convention,  when  it 
shall  be  required  by  the  Delegation  of  one  Church  or  Congregation,  or 
by  any  one  Clerical  member,  the  Laity  shall  vote  by  Congregations. 
And  v/hen  it  shall  be  so  required,  the  two  orders  shall  vote  separatel}^, 
and  in  the  latter  case,  the  concui-rence  of  both  orders  shall  be  necessary 
to  make  a  decision  of  the  Convention.  When  no  such  division  of  the 
Convention  shall  be  required,  each  member  of  the  Convention,  both 
Clerical  and  Lay^  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  the  follow- 
ing manner:  The  order  of  the  Clergy  shall  nominate  and  appoint  by 
ballot,  some  fit  and  qualified  Clergyman  for  that  office,  and  if  this  ap- 
pointment be  approved  by  the  Lay  order,  he  shall  be  declared  duly 
elected.  In  the  above-mentioned  nomination  and  appointment,  a  ma- 
jority of  each  order  shall  determine  the  choice — provided  that  two-thirds 
of  ail  the  Clergy  entitled  to  votes  be  presentj  and  two-thirds  of  all  the 
Congregations  entitled  to  votes  be  represented;  otherwise  two-thirds  of 
the  votes  of  each  order  shall  be  necessary  to  determine  the  choice. 
ARTICLE  XL 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended,  excep^t  by  the  con- 
current votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  attending  members  at  an  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Convention — such  vote  being  taken  in  accordance  with  the 
preceding  provisions  of  this  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Each  Church  or  Congregation  in  this  Diocese,  which  is  now  a  mem- 
ber, or  shall  hereafter  be  admitted  a  member  of  this  Convention,  shall 
be  entitled  to  elect  by  its  Vestry,  in  addition  to  those  authorised  by  the 
third  Article,  four  Alternate  Delegates,  to  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  dele- 
gation elect  in  the  order  of  theii-  election.

CANONS 

OF   THE 

PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA. 


CANON  I— Passed  April  1S17.— 0/  Presentments. 
Every  trial  of  a  Clergyman  in  this  Cliurcli,  for  misbehaviour,  shall  he 
on  presentment,  made  to  the  Bishop  by  the  Convention,  by  the  Vestry 
of  the  Parish  to  which  the  Clergyman  belongs,  or  by  three  or  more  Pres- 
byters of  the  Church.  In  every  presentment  the  charge  or  charges  shall 
be  distinctly  specified. 

CANON  II— Passed  April  1817.— (9/  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 
For  the  trial  of  a  Clergyman,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  three  Presby- 
ters, who  shall  be  constituted  a  board  for  trying  the  accused  person. 
The  Bishop  shall  fix  the  time  and  place  of  trial;  of  both  which,  at  least 
a  month's  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  party  accused;  and  should  he  ne- 
glect or  refuse  to  attend,  the  trial  shall  proceed.  The  Board  thus  con- 
stituted, shall  examine  fully,  the  charges  alleged,  and  keep  a  minute 
and  accurate  record  of  the  testimony  of  the  witnesses,  and  of  every  ques- 
tion and  proceeding  that  comes  before  them.  No  charge  shall  be  sub- 
fitantiated  on  the  testimony  of  less  than  two  witnesses.  On  the  exami- 
nation of  any  witness,  should  the  accused  party  require  it,  an  oath  or 
affirmation  shall  be  administered  by  a  magistrate.  In  all  questions,  a 
unanimous  vote  shall  be  necessary  to  a  decision.  Having  come  to  a 
decision  on  the  charge  or  charges  respectively,  the  Board  shall  commu- 
nicate their  decision  to  the  Bishop — and  also,  in  case  they  have  found 
the  accused  guilty,  the  sentence  which,  in  their  opinion,  should  be  pro- 
nounced. A  certified  copy  of  the  record  of  their  proceedings  shall  be 
laid  before  the  Bishop,  and  his  judgment  in  the  case  be  final. 

CANON  III — Passed  April  1817. —  Of  tlie  smitence  to  he  pronounced 
tipon  a  Clergyvian  found  guilty  of  Mishehaviour . 
This  sentence  may  be  admonition,  suspension,  degradation  from  the 
ministry,  or  excommunication;   and  shall  be  pronounced  by  the  Bishop 
and  communicated  to  every  parish  in  the  Diocese. 

CANON  IV, — Passed  April  1819. — Respecting  the  Call  of  a  Special 

Convention. 
AVhen  a  Special  Convention  is  called,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Se- 
cretary in  issuing  the  notifications,   to  specify  therein  the  business  and 
purposes  for  which  the  Convention  is  to  be  assembled. 

CANON  V — Passed  April  1819. —  Concerning  Parochial  Prgistcrs 

and  Reports. 
In  order  to  give  efiect  to  the  40th  Canon  of  the  General  Convention 
in  1808,  it  is  hereby  required  that  each  Minister  of  this  Church  shall 
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keep  a  register  of  all  the  Baptisms,  Marriages,  and  Funerals,  solemnized 
by  him  in  the  discharge  of  his  Ministry;  specifying  the  names  of  the 
parties  married,  the  name  and  time  of  the  birth  of  the  child  baptised, 
with  the  names  of  the  parents,  and  the  name  of  the  person  buried,  and 
the  time  when  each  rite  is  performed;  which  register  shall  be  transcribed, 
at  least  once  in  every  month,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  be- 
longing to  the  Yestry  of  each  Church.  He  shall  also  keep  a  register 
of  the  names  of  the  Communicants  within  his  care.  And  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  each  Minister  to  report  annually  to  the  Bishop,  at  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Convention,  the  amount  or  sum  total  of  said  registers,  and 
also  the  amount  of  the  register  of  adults  recjuired  to  be  kept  by  the 
aforesaid  Canon  of  the  G-eneral  Convention,  together  with  a  written  ac- 
count of  the  state  of  the  Parish.  Which  reports  shall  be  by  the  Bishop 
communicated  to  the  Convention,  and  read  in  their  presence,  in  order  to 
promote  a  general  knowledge  of  the  state  of  the  Church;  and  shall  after- 
wards be  preserved  by  the  Secretary  among  the  records  of  the  Conven- 
tion. 

CANON  YI— Passed  April  1S19. —  TJw  Clergy  required  to  attend 
the  Meetings  of  the  Convention. 
Whereas  the  regular  attendance  of  the  Clergy  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Convention,  is  of  essential  consequence  to  the  interest  of  the  Church, 
this  duty  is  hereby  enjoined  on  them.  At  the  opening  of  each  Conven- 
tion, the  names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats  therein  shall  be  called 
over,  the  absentees  noted,  and  at  the  ensuing  Convention  they  shall  be 
called  upon  for  the  reasons  of  their  absence. 

CANON  YII — Passed  May  1842,  instead  of  the  one  passed  May 
1821. —  Of  the  Forming  of  a  Congregation. 

Any  ten  or  more  Adults  may  form  themselves  into  a  Congregation  of 
this  Church,  and  be  received  into  union  with  this  Convention,  b}^  con- 
senting to  be  governed  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church 
in  these  United  States,  as  set  forth  in  General  Convention,  and  by  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese;  by  assuming  a 
name  to  designate  such  Congregation;  by  electing  a  Yestry  of  four  or 
more  persons,  not  exceeding  twelve;  and  by  subscribing  the  following 
form  of  Certificate,  to  be  presented  to  the  Convention  of  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese: 

We,  the  undersigned,  being  assembled  for  the  purpose  of  forming  our- 
selves into  a  Congregation  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  these 
United  States,  do  certify  that  we  have  consented  to  be  governed  by  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church,  as  set  forth  in  General  Conven- 
tion, and  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese; 

that  we  have  assumed  the  name  of  ,  [here  should  follow  the  name 

and  place,]  and  have  elected  the  following  persons  Yestrymen,  to-wit: 
[names  of  Yestrymen.]  In  witness  whereof^  we  have  subscribed  our 
names,  this day  of ,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord . 

CANON  YIII— Passed  May  l%2^.— Respecting  Annual   Contrihu- 

tions. 
An  annual  contribution  shall  be  made  by  each  Congregation  in  this 
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Diocese,  to  defray  the  necessary  expenses  of  tlie  Bishop's  visitations,  and 
the  contingent  charges  of  the  Convention,  and  likewise  to  furnish  our 
quota  to  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  General  Convention,  which  sums 
shall  be  remitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  as  they  shall  be 
received. 

CAJS^ON  IX — Passed  May  1824. — Respectimj  the  Bislmp's  autlwriiy 
to  change  tlie  place  of  holding  the  Convention. 
In  all  cases  where  a  contagious  disease,  or  any  other  sufficient  cause, 
shall  render  it  necessary,  the  Bishop  may  change  the  place  of  meeting 
appointed  by  the  Convention. 

CANON  X — Passed  April  1825. — To  aiypoint  a  Treasurer  and  to 
prescrihe  his  Duties. 
A  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  shall  be  appointed  annually.  He 
shall  have  the  custody  of  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  Convention,  and 
shall  render  to  the  Convention  an  annual  account  of  all  moneys  so  en- 
trusted to  him.  The  said  Treasurer  shall,  ex-officio,  receive  all  money 
from  the  Trustees  or  General  Agent  of  the  Fund  for  the  Episcopate  as 
it  may  be  collected,  and  vest  the  same,  and  all  interest  and  dividends 
thereon,  in  the  Capital  Stocks  of  some  one  of  the  Banks  of  the  State. 

CANON  XI — Passed  May  1827. — Authorising  the  Treasurer  to  invest 
the  Money  helonging  to  the  Convention. 
The  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  shall,  from  time  to  time,  invest  in 
stock,  or  put  out  to  interest  on  good  security,  as  he  may  deem  most  ad- 
vantageous, all  moneys  in  the  Treasury  not  especially  appropriated;  and 
all  sums  received  for  the  use  of  the  Episcopate. 

CANON  XII— Passed  May  im^ .—Pointing  out  the  Additional  Du- 
ties of  the  Secretary. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  preserve  for  the  use  of  the 
members  of  the  Convention,  during  its  Sessions,  six  copies  of  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons  of  this  Church;  and  each  year  to  preserve  for  the 
same  purpose,  six  copies  of  the  printed  Journals  of  Convention.  These 
papers  the  Secretary  shall  cause  to  be  present  at  each  Convention. 

CANON  Xni— Passed  May  1830.— C>?i  the  Section  of  a  Bishop. 
The  Lay  Delegates  of  no  Congregation  which  is  formed  after  a  vacan- 
cy has  occurred  in  the  office  of  Bishop,  by  death  or  otherwise,  shall  vote 
in  the  election  of  the  next  successor  in  the  office,  or  upon  any  question 
touching  such  election. 

CANON  XIY— Passed  May  lUl.— Relating  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  to 
hold  meetings  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  every  Convention  of  the 
Diocese;  and  this  Canon  is  hereby  declared  to  be  due  notice  to  each 
member  of  the  same,  to  assemble  at  the  time  and  j)lace  of  the  meeting 
of  each  Annual  Convention. 
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EESOLUTIONS  CONTINUING  IN  FORCE, 

ADOTTED   AT   VARIOUS   SITTINGS  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 


Resolved,  That  with  the  consent  of  his  Vestry,  it  be  the  duty  of  eve- 
ry settled  Clergyman,  not  having  more  than  two  congregations  in  his 
Parochial  Cure,  to  devote  one  Sunday  in  every  three  months  to  Mission- 
ary labor,  and  that  the  Bishop  have  the  power  of  regulating  the  time 
and  place  of  service. — [^Adopted  May  1832.] 

Resolved,  That  the  Vestries  of  such  churches  in  this  Diocese  as  may 
be  destitute  of  Clergymen,  be  requested  to  forward  to  the  Secretary,  at 
least  one  month  before  the  meeting  of  every  Annual  Convention,  a  re- 
port of  the  state  and  condition  of  said  churches. — \_Ado2:)ted  June  1835.] 
Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  be  requested  to  annex  to  his  Report, 
the  list  of  those  congregations  which  have  failed  or  may  hereafter  fail 
to  pay  the  sums  assessed  for  the  Bishop's  Salary  and  Contingent  Fund, 
in  the  hope,  that  upon  such  deficiency  being  brought  to  their  notice, 
they  may  transmit  the  same  promptly. — \_Adopted  May  1836.] 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  every  Clergyman,  to  procure 
annually  the  sum  of  at  least  Five  Dollars,  in  money  or  books,  for  the 
increase  of  said  Library. 

Resolved,  That  each  Clergyman  present  the  Librarian  with  a  list  of 
the  Books  in  his  own  or  his  Parish  Library,  so  that  unnecessary  dupli- 
cates may  not  be  purchased,  and  that  each  may  know  where  to  apply 
for  any  needed  set  of  books. — \_Adopted  May  1841.] 

Resolved,  That  in  addition  to  the  other  Standing  Committees,  there 
shall  be  one  appointed  at  each  Convention,  to  be  called  the  Committee 
on  the  Admission  of  New  Congregations. — \_Adopted  May  1812.] 

Resolved,  That  every  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese,  having  a  Parochial 
Cure,  be  hereby  enjoined  to  press  upon  his  congregation,  in  a  public 
discourse  at  least  once  a  year,  the  high  obligations  under  which  we  lie 
to  contribute  from  our  means,  on  the  principle  of  Systematic  Charity,  as 
recommended  by  the  Bishop  and  adopted  by  the  Diocese. 

Resolved,  That  each  Clergyman  having  a  Parochial  Cure,  or,  where 
there  is  no  Clergyman,  the  Wardens  of  the  Parish,  be  requested  to 
transmit  cjuarterly,  to  the  Treasurer,  the  amount  collected  up  to  that 
time  for  Missionary  operations. — \_Adopted  May  1844.] 

Resolved,  That  hereafter,  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church, 
and  Resolutions  of  Conventions  continuing  in  force,  with  the  Rules  of 
Order,  shall  be  printed  as  an  Appendix  to  the  Journals  of  each  sitting 
of  the  Convention. — [^Adop)trd  May  1844.] 

W^hereas,  the  General  Convention  of  1844  enacted  a  Canon,  allowing 
to  each  Bishop,  under  certain  limitations  and  restrictions^  a  due  discre- 
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tion  in  tlie  calling,  trial*,  and  examination  of  Deacons,  whenever  he  should 
be  requested  so  to  do  by  the  Convention  of  his  Diocese:  Therefore 

liesolved,  That  this  Convention  does  hereby  request  the  Bishop  of 
this  Diocese  to  use  the  discretion  allowed  in  said  Canon,  so  far  as  may 
seem  to  him  for  the  glory  of  God  and  the  good  of  his  Church. — [Adopted 
May  1845.] 

Resolved  by  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  That  the  Right  Rev.  Levi  S.  Ives,  to- 
gether with  two  Laymen,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  be  and  hereby  are  ap- 
pointed Trustees  for  said  Church,  to  receive  donations,  and  to  purchase, 
take,  and  hold  property,  real  and  personal,  in  trust  for  said  Church; 
pursuant  to  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  North  Ca- 
rolina, ratified  the  eighth  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1845,  and  entitled  an 
Act  to  amend  the  Revised  Statutes,  entitled  Religious  Societies. — 
[Adopted  Mai/  1845.] 

Resolved,  That  the  Form  of  Parochial  Reports  be  hereafter  printed 
with  the  Journals,  and  that  the  Clergy  be  requested  to  conform  to  the 
same  in  their  Reports. — \_Adopted  May  1846.] 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  each 
Vestry,  to  transmit  to  the  Minister  of  the  Parish  where  the  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  may  sit,  a  certificate  of  the  election  of  the 
Delegates  to  said  Convention;  and  also  to  furnish  a  duplicate  of  said 
certificate  to  some  one  of  said  Delegates,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  hand 
the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  in  time  for  proper  action 
thereon. — \_Adopjted  May  1847.] 

Resolved,  That  the  resolutions  of  1841,  on  the  subject  of  the  Fund 
for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Clergymen  and  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans 
of  Deceased  Clergymen,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  repealed. 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two 
Laymen,  be  annually  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Convention,  to 
be  called  ''the  Committee  for  the  relief  of  disabled  Clergymen,  and  of 
the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen,"  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  ascertain  and  report  the  amount  of  money  which  will  probably  be 
wanted  during  the  succeeding  year  for  such  purpose,  to  make  a  definite 
appropriation  in  each  and  every  case  requiring  aid,  and  to  make  a  scale 
of  assessment,  upon  the  Parishes,  proportioned  generally  to  the  existing 
scale  of  assessments  for  Bishop's  salary  and  Contingent  fund.  Provided, 
that  in  case  there  be  at  any  time  no  proper  objects,  there  shall  be  no 
call  made. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  shall  be  the  Treasurer 
of  this  Committee,  that  he  receive  the  moneys  contributed  to  this  Fund, 
and  pay  them  out  on  the  receipt  of  the  individuals,  or  their  representa- 
tives, to  whom  the  appropriations  may  have  been  made. — \_Adoptcd  May 
1848.] 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  the 
sum  of  $50  to  all  Clergymen  who  may  be  appointed  and  attend  as  Del- 
egates to  the  General  Convention  of  the  Church  from  this  Diocese. — 
[Adop>ted  May  1848.] 
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Resolved,  That  all  sums  received  for  Missionary  purposes,  by  bequest 
or  other  extraordinary  donation,  shall,  if  consistent  with  the  will  of  the 
donors,  be  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  with  directions  to 
fund  the  same;  and  furthermore,  that  for  the  present,  and.  until  other- 
wise ordered,  he  be  directed  to  add  to  the  principal  the  interest  as  it 
may  accrue. — [Adopted  3Iaj/  1850.] 


RULES    OF    ORDER 


1.  The  organization  of  the  Convention  by  the  President. 

2.  The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  appoint  a  Secretary  by  ballot, 

3.  The  Committees  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  and  of  Finance,  and 
the  Committee  on  New  Congregations,  each  consisting  of  five,  and  a 
Committee  to  be  called  the  Missionary  Committee,  to  consist  of  seven 
persons,  and  all  Special  Committees,  shall  next  be  appointed. 

4.  The  Bishop's  Annual  Address. 

5.  Parochial  Reports  to  be  presented  to  the  Convention. 

6.  Report  from  the  Standing  Committee. 

7.  Report  from  the  Treasurer. 

8.  Reports  from  Committees  appointed  by  the  last  Convention. 

9.  Reports  from  Special  Committees. 

10.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to  address  the  Chair. 

11.  Every  member  who  shall  deliver  his  opinion,  or  speak  in  any  de- 
bate, shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  and  con- 
fine himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

12.  No  motion  shall  be  debated,  or  shall  be  considered  as  before  the 
Convention,  unless  seconded;  and,  if  required,  reduced  to  writino-  and 
read  by  the  Secretary. 

13.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived, unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time 
to  postpone  it  indelinitely,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to  divide  it;  and 
motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order 
herein  named.  The  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table,  and  to  adjourn,  shall 
always  be  in  order. 

14.  A  question  once  decided,  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Con- 
vention, and  not  be  drawn  again  into  debate,  except  with  the  consent  of 
two-thirds  of  the  Convention:  Provided  always,  that  any  member  of  the 
Convention  voting  in  favor  of  any  resolution,  may,  on  the  same  day  on 
which  the  vote  is  taken,  move  a  reconsideration  of  said  vote. 

15.  No  member  shall  be  absent  from  the  Sessions  of  the  Convention, 
imless  he  have  leave,  or  be  from  sickness  unable  to  attend. 

IG.  When  the  Convention  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep 
his  seat  until  the  President  leaves  the  Chair.
